CAN FEWER BIRDS MAKE LOUDER SONG? 
In one of the best-known bird sanctuaries in Germany 
it has been observed that this year there are one-third 


fewer singing birds than usual. 


The same phenomenon 


has been observed by ornithologists in other parts of the 


country. 


Experts blame the situation on the bad weather dur- 
ing the last summer, when hundreds of thousands of 
young birds in Central Europe died of cold and starvation. 
Above all the ground nesters suffered, their eggs often 


being spoiled before hatching. 


In some districts as 


many as 80 percent of the new brood did not survive. 
A few weeks ago it looked as though this year would 


see a similiar catastrophe, as the Winter lingered on. 


But 


when spring finally arrived the birds made up for lost 
time by building their nests more quickly than usual, 
hurrying their choice of a partner, shortening the bird 
equivalent of the wedding ceremony and as soon as pos- 
sible getting downto the task of raising a family. The few 
warm days which mellowed the Easter holidays. finally 
assured the success of their strenuous efforts 

In all varied areas of Germany where the feathered 
visitors come to nest, young starlings, robins, thrushes, 


blackbirds, 


swallows, swifts, various kinds of tits and 


many other birds have learned to fly and in some cases 
the parent birds are already sitting on a second batch of 


eggs. The storks too,

The answer to that question can be found only in the Serip- 
tures. They testify that He studied God’s Word and from it He 
learned where He stood upon the stream of time. With this know- 
ledge, together with His experience in His dally life which He by 
faith accepted as God's providence for Him. He realized that God 
was drawing Him to His service and so in accord therewith He came 
to the Jordan where John was baptizing and said, “Lo, I come (in 
the volume of the book it is written of me,) to do thy will, O God” 
(Heb, 10:7; Psa. 40:7, 8). It was there and then He was begotten 
of God’s spirit and became the Son of God (Heb, 1:5), and it was 
then God testified saying, “This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased” (Matt. 3:17). From that day on Christ was absorbed 
in doing God's will as revealed to Him in the Scriptures, laying 
down His life daily, even unto death, 

So it is also with the follower of Christ. He realizes that God's 
providence in his life is God’s drawing. He feeds upon the Scrip- 
tures to learn of God's will concerning himself, and he in turn comes 
to his Jordan, and, just as Christ used David's words to express His 
baptism into the will of God, so each follower can use the same 
words concerning his own baptism into Ghrist; namely, “Lo, I come 
(in the yolume of the book it is written of me,) to do Thy will, O 
God.” “I delight to do thy will” (Heb 10:7; Psa. 40:7, 8; Eph. 1:4, 
5). 

Such a one has just taken his first step in following Christ and 
he, too, is begotten of God's spirit through the Word of truth (1 
Pet 1:23), and the spirit of God witnesses (through the Scriptures) 
with his spirit (his intelligence) that he is a son of God, and if a 
son, then an heir of God, and a joint heir with Christ (Rom. 8:17). 
From that day on he is absorbed in doing God's will as revealed in 
the Scriptures and from a study of them he learns where he stands 
upon the stream of time, to the end that he may know daily God's 
will concerning himself. It is only by so doing one can know God's 
will in all wisdom and spiritual understanding and so become an 
intelligent coleborer with God (1 Wor. 3:9; Col. 1:9), always abound- 
ing in the work of the Lord as God opens unto him the door of 
opportunity. 

Tt is well to take heed to the Apostle'’s admonition: “Examine 
yourselves, whether ye be in the falth; prove your own selves” 
(2nd Cor, 13:5). Don’t expect someone else to do it for you for no 
man can judge another in regard to his relationship to God. “Man 
looketh on the outward appearance, but the Lord looketh on the 
heart” (1 Sam. 6:7). 

Many think of a Christian as one who is noble and kind, gentle 
and good, and while a Christian should strive to be all that and 
more, that does not constitute him a Christian. Such men are 
found in and out of all forms of religion—Buddhism, Confuscian- 
ism, Mohammedanism and,—if I may use the term, “Churchianity” 
in its many organizations, great and small, So long as men of 
faith and honor have been able to exercise some influence in these 
organizations they have to that extent benefited the people mor- 
ally and spiritually. But it should be borne in mind that true 
Christianity is not a religion. Ohurchianity is the outcome of men 
endeavouring to transform Christianity into a religion for political 
and other motives. It brings honor and glory to men while osten- 
sibly giving it to God. It is of man and by man. Christianity is a 
calling, an individual matter, a choosing, not of man nor by man, 
directly or indirectly, but of God. “And no man taketh this honour 
unto himself, but he that is called of God” (Heb, 5: 4, 5). Christ 
declared, “No man can come to me, except the Father which has 
sent me draw him” (John 6:44), And the Apostle testified: “It is 
not of him that willeth, nor of him that runneth, but of God that 
sheweth mercy” (Rom. 9:16). Again he states, “Ye see your calling, 
brethren, how that not many wise men after the flesh, not many 
mighty, not many noble, are called. But God hath chosen the fool- 
ish things of the world to confound the wise; and God hath chos- 
en the weak things of the world to confound the things which are 
mighty; and base things of the world, and things which are des- 
pised, hath God chosen, yea, and things which are not, to bring 
to nought things that are: that no flesh should glory in his pres- 
ence” (Cor, 1:26-29). 

A Ohristian believing the Scriptures to be God’s Word, be- 
lieves: 

1, “Without faith {t is impossible to please him (God): for he 
that cometh to God must believe that He is, and that He is a re- 
warder of them that dilligently seek him” (Heb. 11:6). 

2. The Hebrew Scriptures are the Word of truth, as Christ de- 
clared when He said “Thy word is truth” (John 17:17. On the 
surface they are but the record of the lives of certain individuals 
with whom it is declared God dealt, and the history of the Is- 
raelites end prophecies relating to them, but hidden therein is to 
be found the truth concerning the origin of man and God's plan 

and purpose for man and how He is going to carry out that pur- 
pose, which revelation can be found nowhere else. “Seek, and 
ye shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto you’. (Matt, 7:7). 

3. Christ and His apostles made clear the teachings of the 
Hebrew Scriptures, and the New Testatment is the record thereof, 
(Isa, 8:20; Act 26:22), 

4. God's purpose is to make man in His own image, after His 
own likeness. (Gen, 1:26). 

5. God will reconcile the universe unto Himself. “Wherefore 
God also hath highly exalted Him (Ohrist), and given him a 
name which is above every name: that at the name of Jesus 
every knee should bow, of things {n heaven, and things in earth, 
and things under the earth; and that every tongue should confess 
that Jesus Ohrist is Lord, to the glory of God the Father” (Phil. 
2:9-11; Rom. 14:11; Isa, 45:22-24). 

So we see the Scriptures teach that every man, including you 
and me, will in God’s due time be made in God's image, after His 
likeness, possessing and enjoying blessings sucn as the “Eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God hath prepared for them that love 
him” (1 Cor. 2:9), and all, ultimately will love Him. To love God 
means to love His justice, His wisdom, His power and His 
abounding loving kindness, and to obey His commandments (John 
14:16, 21; Jer. 9:24). 

“© death, where is thy sting? O graye, where is thy victory?” 
(1 Cor. 15:55), If God fails to reconcile but one to Himself 
death can say, ‘There is my sting” and the grave can say, “There 
is my victory.” 

A Christian is one who is by God sanctified or set apart in the 
world to serve Him and so while in the world is not of it (read John 
16), There are two main props to the world—international fin- 
ance and organized religion. All world powers have been built 
thereon, but the spirit of God does not dwell therein—the spirit of 
wisdom, the spirit of justice, the spirit of power honestly exercised, 
and the spirit of love—and so we read, “If any man love the 
world, the love of Father js not in him” (1 John 2:15; John 17:16, 
17). Nevertheless, while in the world the Christian must “provide 
things honest in the sight of all men” and be subject unto “the 
powers that’ be” (Rom, 12:17; 1 Tim. 5:8; Rom, 13: 1-7). 


All religions other that Churchianity reject the Scriptures as 
the Word of God. Ohurchianity accepts them only nominally and 
missuses them to inject fear into the minds of men, which fear 
the Scriptures say is ‘taught by the precept of men” (Isa 29-13), 
whereas the truth of God's Word fills one’s heart and mind with 
joy and gladness, causing one to love God with all his heart, mind, 
soul and strength, and his neighbor as himself. “To the law and 
to the testimony: if they speak not according to this word it is be- 
cause there is no light in them” (Isa 8:20).

Dymond Discusses Health in Ontario 
Mental Hospitals 


| Article 2 of a 3-part series 


Matthew B. Dymond, MD, CM. 
Ontario Minister of Health 


Perhaps we in the Ontario De- 
partment of Health or our 
Doctors and other staff in the 
Hospitals for the mentally dis- 
ordered are at fault in some 
measure at least for the lack of 
knowledge concerning the Ont- 
ario Hospitals so evident in many 
of our folk. I recall not so long 
ago a mother saying to me she 
would rather see her son sent to 
“the penitentiary than to a men- 
tal hospital”, Her son was really 
ill and a visit to the hospital and 
a chat with one of the Doctors 
did far more for that mother than 
all the explanations I could have 
given her. Her son was admitted 
—responded well to treatment 
and was discharged to home and 
job—just as usually happens in 
the case of most illnesses, And 
in addition, his mother, once so 
fearful of “mental hospitals” is 
a very active and dedicated volun- 
teer worker in one of the groups 
regularly visiting our hospitals! 

I said perhaps we doctors may 
be partly at fault. Why? Because 
we don't talk very much about 
what we are trying to do and 
what we are doing. At least until 
ecent years we didn't say much 


about our work and results. Of 
course we didn't have too much 
to talk about then—the whole 
field was rather hopeless—we 
would have occasional successes 


but in the main little hope ap- ~ 


peared to lighten the darkness 
that surrounded mental disordere. 
Mind you, progress in other fields 
of medicine and surgery are 
“relatively recent” too, Pneu- 
monia was a “killer” disease till 
about 1937 when the “Sulpha 
Drugs” made their debut. The 
same may be said of many infee 
tions. Too many of us vividly re- 
call the devastation—death and 
crippling caused by polio till Salk 
and Sabin developed their vac- 
cines. Just 40 years ago Insulin 
appeared here as a reeult of the 
efforts of Ontario doctors, and 
Stopped premature deaths from 
Diabetes. Many other examples 
will come to mind. 

So for the mentally ill there 
haye appeared in the past decade 
a whole “new family” of drugs 
to bring new hope of successful 
treatment to many for whom 
litle hope previously existed. 
But even more striking and 
dramatic changes have come 
about—these will appear in other 
articles from your Ontario De 
partment of Health. 11/6/62

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Vision of museum’s founding president 


The vision of the man who 
foresaw the need for a mu- 
seum in this area drew 
compliments from many quar- 
ters during the Victoria County 
Historical Day ceremonies. 

Victoria County Historical 
Society’s founding president - 
Dan McQuarrie - was referred 
to by Ex-premier Leslie M. 
Frost as a loyal citizen and 
gentleman whose life had been 
seeped in service to the com- 
munity and his first love, 
Canada, the land of his birth. 

Said Mr. Frost: “It was a 
quarter of a century ago thet 
Dan. McQuarrie, County Re- 
gistrar, realized the importance 
of saving the relics and the 
tools of our forefathers for the 
information of posterity. Mr. 
McQuarrie, realizing the great 
heritage left by our forefathers 
- a land of prosperity and 
promise, decided their chal- 


lenge should be shouldered by 
today’s and future generations.

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EDITORIALS.... 


HOW FAR IN ARREARS SHOULD 
TAXES BE ALLOWED TO GET? 


How far in arrears should taxes be allowed to get be- 
fore action is taken to collect them? ‘This is a problem 
confronting Lindsay's Council which is faced with arrears 
amounting to over $100,000 on the books. 


While it is obvious that unpaid taxes extending over a 
period of time necessitate that the rest of taxpayers vir- 
ually ‘carry’ the properties involved, it is a situation which 
calls for careful handling if undue hardship is to be avoid- 
ed. A blanket policy for collecting tax arrears would 
simplify the procedure but it also might work some injus- 
tices. Sometimes unexpected illness (especially in these 
days when many people are forced to finance pretty close 
to the line) can upset the family budget disastrously. 
There are other factors - a long period of unemployment, 
for example - which can place family finances in difficulty. 
In many instances these same people have worked hard, 
tried to save, buy their own home and generally be good 
citizens. It would be unfair to deal ruthlessly with them 
under these circumstances. 


Collection of tax arrears, and the method to be adop- 
ted, will probably always require taking into consider- 
ation the circumstances surrounding each case. In any 
event, every effort should be made to avoid working an 
injustice and the aim should be to arrive at an amicable 
settlement. 


THEY MADE A LASTING IMPRESSION... 

Ontario’s Lieutenant-Governor J. Keiller MacKay and 
his charming wife made a lasting impression on the people 
of this area who were privileged to meet them during the 
occasion of their second formal visit to Lindsay, 

Here for the official opening of the Victoria County 
Museum on Wednesday, their visit unquestionably made 
for a more intimate link between the people of this com- 
munity and the Queen’s official representatives in Ontario.

husband of the wife of the lieutenant-governor.” At an- 
other point he was paying tribute to the Hon, Leslie M. 
Frost and in doing so complimented Mrs. Frost on the 
part she had played in his public life, observing “The iron 
hand in the velvet glove still prevails. . . .This is not un- 
known to me.” 

Aside from this, the visit gave people here an oppor- 
tunity to get to know better the head of state in Ontario. 
They were pleased with what they found in him... .A very 
human person, possessed of great understanding, an elo- 
quent speaker with a sincere message, a well defined sense 
of humour and infinite patience. 

We believe visits of the kind paid Lindsay on Wednes- 
day by Lieutenant-Governor MacKay will go a long way to- 
ward strengthening Empire ties and respect for those in 
high office. Any who were prone to regard the lieuten- 
ant-governor as something of a figurehead playing a rela- 
tively passive part in the affairs of state no doubt have 
undergone a change of heart since meeting him. In him 
they perceived a vigorous man, a man with high ideals and 
the courage to voice them, a man devoted to encouraging his 
fellow men to aspire to lofty achievements and apply the 
necessary pioneering spirit and hard work so essential 
to attain them. 

In Lieutenant-Goyerernor and Mrs. Keiller MacKay, 
Queen Elizabeth TI is indeed well and capably represented 
in this province of Ontario. 


BACK IN THE YEAR 1912.... 


Back in the year 1912... . : and on many Dominion Days 
since then. . . Lindsay did something to celebrate the 
birthday of the nation. For example, according to old 
newspaper files, the town got into the spirit of Dominion 
Day celebration on July ist, 1912, with a callithumpian 
parade which included dozens of floats, bands and all 
those other things which go to make up such events, in- 
cluding a main street bedecked with flags. 

In the year 1962, Dominion Day will probably go vir- 
tually unobserved at Lindsay. . . ‘There may be a few 
flags to be seen, (one man said the other day he couldn't 
buy a medium size Union Jack or Canadian Ensign in town 
to save his life), but otherwise the day will come and go 
without fanfare. 

Of all the anniversaries which should be observed 
throughout the country, Dominion Day deserves special 
recognition. It is the most important day in the history of 
Canada, the day when it was proclaimed a united nation, 
Certainly it is too late to do anything about it this year but 
it does seem that an effort to suitably mark the occasion 
should be a goal in succeeding years. It is not too early 
even now to start thinking in terms of the 100th anniver- 
sary of confederation. 


A DANGEROUS INTERSECTION 


The fatality which occurred Saturday night at the 
intersection of Kent and Lindsay Sts. serves to emphasize 
what has long been known . . . that the intersection is 
dangerous from the standpoint of the pedestrian, to say

A pedestrian attempting to negotiate the intersection 
has traffic voming at him from every direction—left, right 
and through, A driver, besides trying to cope with traf- 
fic making left and right hand turns, has to keep a 
weather eye out for the pedestrian. 

In view of the latest incident at this intersection, we 
believe consideration should be given to at least elimina- 
ting left hand turns. This would give the pedestrian a 
fighting chance of surviving street crossings at this 
point and really shouldn't work any hardship on the 
motorist,

How trival are the things we fuss about, I have known 
two professors of Greek who ceased speaking to each other 
because of divergent views on the pluperfect subjunctive, 
T've seen friends drift apart over golf just because one 
could play better but the other counted better. 

I recall two old men who were bitter partisan oppon- 
ents. Old Archie hadn’t spoken to Sidney for ten years; 

You 
don’t know what that means; but then, neither did they. 
Anyway, they sat each morning in the country tavern with 
their newspapers. Hach started a sideways campaign of 
sneers, addressed to the room but intended for the other: 
“T see where some darn’ fool of a Tory,” ete. So it went 
on for years, Then old Sidney died. I saw old Archie at 
Sidney's funeral, standing, shrunk and silent, his head 
shaking from side to side.

So while there is yet time, let use realize how insigni- 
ficant are these animosities — what good felows we all are 
in reality. I recall an English music-hall song with the 
refrain “He's all right when you know him first.” We are 
all like that. Iam sure I am, and I think it likely that you 
are. You may look pretty disagreeable, but that's be- 
cause you can’t help it with that face of yours. Let people 
realize that it is only your face, that behind it you are all 
right. 

And, mind you, we can do this if we try. We all do it 
at Christmas: we pretend to be such good fellows that 
somehow the whole world looks brighter for the pretense. 

For, you see, it is the illusion that is the real reality. 
“All the world’s a stage,” as Shakepeare said, or at least it 
could be if we set ourselves to make it so. Come, let us 
play our parts as we should like to play them, each accord 
ing to his true self.

RECAPTURING THE PAST 
For almost a quarter century Old Fort Henry, in 
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Kingston, Ontario, has been one of the leading attractions 


for visitors in eastern Canada. Located on a promontory 
just east of the city harbour, the fortress bristles with 
mounted cannon and is defended by all the paraphernalia 
of early nineteenth century fortification. Thousands have 
thrilled to the pomp and pageantry displayed by the fam-. 
ous Fort Henry Guard. In the colourful uniforms of 1867 
the guardsmen exhibit the foot and arms drill of the im- 
perial garrisons who once manned the Fort and fire salutes 
from the 150-year old muzzle-loading cannon. This year 


the Fort is open daily from 9 a.m. to'9.30 p.m. The season ~ 


. Tuns until September 16. 


During its heyday the Fort was known as “The Cita- © 


del of Upper Canada”, Begun in 1812, it was built to fend: 


off invading American forces during the War of 1812. 
From 1812 to 1891 the Fort was garrisoned by detach- 
ments from many famous British and Canadian regiments. 
During the intervening years between 1891 and 1936, the 
Fort fell into disuse and the walls began to crumble. In 
1936 the painstaking work of restoration began. On Au- 
gust 1, 1938, the renovated Fort was officially opened to 


the public. Today, its roonis, casemates and ramparts ~ 


vividly recall the story of Canada’s past; there are col- 
lections of antique weapons, specialized collections of in- 
fantry, cavalry, artillery and naval arms and equipment, 
as well as refurnished living quarters,

DON’T BE A CAMP LITTERBUY 

Good campers leave campsites as neat as they 
found them. With more than 13,000 individual camp- 
sites available in 72 of Ontario’s 80 Provincial Parks 
this summer, the Department of Lands and Forests is 
stressing the importance of taking full advantage of 
garbage disposal facilities provided, with special em- 
phasis on the unpopulalrity of “‘litterbigs”’. 

A good camper, park rangers point out, obeys these 
rules: 

1. Properly disposes of garbage by placing in the 
containers supplied or burying or burning it. 

2. Respects the rights of his fellow travellers, 

8. Leaves his campsite as clean or cleaner than he 
found if. 

4, Leaves a small supply of firewood for the next 
camper. 


5. Treats all park buildings and equipment as he '

6. When in doubt, he asks the ranger in charge. 


CAKE MIXES AND SALMONELLA 

Just as this Bulletin goes to press we have learned 
of an amendment to the Food and Drug Regulations. 
(Canada Gazette’ May 23rd. Order-in-Council PC 1962- 
687). This amendment forbids the sale of any egg pro- 
duct for use as food unless it is free from the genus 
Salmonella as determined by the official method. 

Consumers across Canada haye been gravely con- 
cerned at the death of a child and the rising number of 
cases of Salmonella poisoning among children and 
adults, This is being attributed to Sallmonellal con- 
tamination in some cake mixes containing egg pro- 
ducts, 

CAC welcomes this new regulation. We hope 
that it will be strictly enforced with severe penalties, 
so that consumers can be assurred of a food market 
free from Salmonella. CAC will continue to watch the 
action being taken to eliminate completely all contami- 
nated fods from the Canadian market.

Every week I receive many 
letters which begin with an 
apology. For example, they 
start like this:"‘I’m sorry to be 
taking up your time with such 
an inconsequental symptom as 
an occasional headache, but -.”

Every winter, while other 
people live in snug, warm 
homes, and have no end of 
clothes — my mother and I dig 
wood out of the snow, nearly 
freeze to death.

No one cares enough about me 
to come near me, or give me 
work. Life is nothing but an 
endless financial burden — ex- 
penses! expenses! expenses!

There's a limit to 
how much he can pay, with all 
the new highways being built, 
and taking every dime.

STUBBORN ULCER 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am 
32, and have had a duodenal 


ulcer for at least a year. 
Although I have been con- 
scientious in treating it, I 


still have severe pains every 
day. I eat three meals of bland 
food a day, and take some milk 
or a snack between meals. I 
also take the various antacid 
and sedative pills the doctor 
Prdered. I haye to think of 
operation at this time. Is there 
anything you can suggest for 
a good patient with a stubborn 
condition? - - Mr. V. 
Comment: Stubborn is often 
the correct word to describe an 
ulcer, At times it resists treat- 
ment even if the patient is 
quite co-operative as you seem 
to be.

CHECK GARDEN PLANTS 
FOR APHID CONTROL 

One of the commonest gar- 
den pests is the aphid, and un- 
fortunately for the gardener it 
attacks just about every gar- 
den plant you can think of. As 
if this wasn’t bad enough, you 
can find it busily feeding from 
early spring right through to 
the fall. 

Aphids or plant lice, are 
small, soft-bodied, sap-sucking 
insects. Green is their most 
common color but some are 
red or black. One of the rea- 
sons they can become so nu- 
merous in your garden is that 
unlike most insects, the adults 
produce live young in the sum- 
mer, 

Where are they commonly 
found? Check under tender 
plant shoots, the base of flower 
buds, or any part of the plants 
that shows rapid growth.

Young rose shoots are often 
victims, 

Plants that are attacked by 
aphids usually suffer from re- 


farded growth. Affected 
leaves become curled and yel- 
low or reddish in color, 

To keep aphids under con- 
trol in your garden, horticul- 
turists with the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture sug- 
gest that you use one of the 
following insecticides: 25% 
malathion wettable powder - 4 
tablespoons per gallon of wat- 
er. 50% malathion emulsion - 
1% teaspoons per gallon of 
water, 40% nicotine sulphate 
- 1 dessert spoon plus 2 level 
tablespoons of soap chips per 
gallon of water. 

Tf you prefer a dust, try 4% 
malathion or 5% nicotine dust,

An incident at the first 
Calgary Stampede, 50 years 
ago, will always remain in the 
mind of a Lindsay man. Mem- 
ories of a gruelling tragedy 
which marked this first stam- 
pede, now overshadow any 
colorful events mostly remem- 
tbered as centred around buck- 
ing bronchos, by Mr. Reg. 
Cross. 

Mr. Cross, Superintendent 
of the County of Victoria 
Home, today recalled that he 
attended the stampede in 1912 
one year after he came to 
Canada from England. He 
states the killing of Joe Lemar 
will always stand out in his 
memory of that long ago 
western show. He was among 
the spectators who witnessed 
the tragedy. Describing the 
accident, Mr. Cross said: “The 
‘western cowboy, attempting 
to ride his broncho“‘Redwing”, 
got his spurs caught in the 
horse’s mane and as a result 
was pawed to death by the 
broncho.” 

“That same night,” he went 
on, “there was another thril- 
ling episode at the show when 
Emery Grandeur accepted the 
challenge to ride “Redwing” 
and did so, winning himself a 
large sum of money.

A Toronto man, James 
Massie of 534 Dawes Rd., was 
drowned, when he and Pollard 
fell out of a boat in which they 
were fishing, after trying to 
untangle their lines. 

According to Pollard, he 
and his friend, Massie, had 
been fishing below the dam at 
Guil River, and had reached 
over to untangle their lines 
which had caught on one of 
the logs, when the boat oyer- 
turned, dumping them into the 
water. That is all the boy 
rememberéd when he came to 
after being rescued. 

Brian Lailey told “The Post” 
that he and a friend, Don Sell, 
had gone to the dam after a 
small boy had come running 
to them saying two men were 
in the water. “The boy was 
quite excited” he said, and 
told us that two men were 
‘lying in the water’. 

“Mon and I rushed down to 
the falls, and saw two bodies 
floating near the foot of the 
dam, and an overturned boat 
nearby. 

“T dove right in off the dam 
and managed to pull the small 
boy to shore and by that time 
a lot of people were around, 
and they started to give arti- 
ficial respiration. 

“T went right back in for the 
other fellow, and brought him 
in, but I guess it was too late 
as they could not save him.

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EDITORIALS.... 


REALLY NO SURPRISE... 


News that the cost of living index has risen to a 
record high level really comes as no surprise . . - Anyone 
could guess that living costs were higher by paying at- 
tention to prevailing prices for most of the essentials of 
life. What is surprising is that prices keep climbing 
and people somehow seem to be able to rake up enough 
fo meet them, albeit many, especially those on fixed 
incomes, must be finding the going pretty hard. J 

The Ganadian cost of living factor has been subject- 
ed to several aggravations during recent months and 
Ontario residents got an additional jolt. The Ontario 
Sales Tax has no doubt had an effect on the cost of liv- 
ing . . . Five dollars worth of goods in a taxable category 
now cost $5.15. Then there came along the devaluation 
of the Canadian dollar which automatically increased the 
cost of U.S imports, a situation aggravated still more by 


the introduction of higher tariffs. 
Food prices have, in many instances, increased out 


of all proportions to other items and these increases can- 
not be attributed entirely to any of the factors mentioned 
above. Take the price of beef, cheese, fresh vegetables, 
etc., for example. These suggest, on the basis of what the 
producer is receiving for cattle, milk and his field crops, 
that the price spread between him and the consumer is 
ever-widening. Since food prices constitute a big share of 
our necessary living costs, the profit margin should not 
be allowed to get out of hand. The trend now suggests a 
need for a commission to study the factors which have 
been responsible for a full point increase in the cost of 
food in one month and make some recommendations for 
correcting a worsening situation. 


NO LONGER REQUIRED EXCEPT... 


It used to be that a petition signed by 75 per cent of 
the business people to be affected was required to have 
bylaws passed governing hours of trade and related fact- 
ors. This is no longer necessary except in the case of 
gasoline hours of sale bylaws already in existence . . : A 
petition of 75 per cent of the garage and service station 
operators is still required to pass or repeal such bylaws. 
In all other instances, passage or repeal of a bylaw can be 
petitioned for by any interested person with the resulting 
course of action being a matter for a municipal council’s 
sole decision. This change came about when authority to 
enact local bylaws governing hours of trade was trans- 
ferred from The Hours of Work and Vacations With 
Pay Act to the Municipal Act with amendments being 
made. 

The change is an important one and ensures that a busi- 
nessman, operating at what he considers fo be a disadvan- 
tage because of an existing bylaw, can get a chance to voice 
disapproval with a minimum of difficulty. Instead of try- 
ing to convince 75 per cent of the rest of the people direct- 
ly affected, all he has ‘to do now is convince a majority 
of council that the bylaw is unsound and its repeal is 
assured. 


A DECEPTIVE FIGURE..,. 


Every time we read or hear about the outcome of 
wage negotiations, the figures released usually present 
a deceptive picture. For example, in the wake of the 
just concluded Lindsay Board of Works contract sign- 
ing, it was announced that the lowest paid workman 
will be paid $70 for a 40-hour week. This is true in 
essence but it by no means represents what the work- 
man will find in his hand when he opens his pay enve- 
lope or cashes his cheque... It will have shrunk by 
quite a lot. 

Would it not present a truer picture if both the 
gross and take home amounts were recorded? ... And 
what would be wrong with showing a breakdown of 
where the money the employee does not receive goes? 
At least it would be a factual presentation and it might 
serve as a periodic reminder that government services 
are expensive to maintain. Who knows, someone 
might even come up with the revolutionary idea that he 
could manage his own affairs better than the govern- 
ment and a hang sight cheaper. If enough people got 
the same idea, the high cost of government could prob- 
ably be reduced. 


ATTRACTING WIDESPREAD INTEREST 


The present medical services dispute in Saskatche- 
wan is attracting widespread interest and is being watched 
with mixed feelings by the average man on the street. 

Few people probably thought that the doctors would 
really take strike action . . . They just couldn’t visualize 
members of the medical profession adopting this tactic 
to win their point. The majority of people seemed to 
think that doctors were in much the same category as es- 
sential services employees and that strike action would 
not be tolerated by the laws of the nation. As a matter of 
fact, it is doubtful if anyone really believed a medical man 
would take any action which might endanger human life. 
The Saskatchewan development has been a revelation to 
the extent that the public is aware of the drastic action 
the organized medical profession is prepared to take to 
gainits point. It could prove to be a volatile situation and 
is, in fact, showing signs of erupting at this moment. 

No one likes to be pushed around and certainly not 
by a government. To this extent there will be sympathy 
with the medical profession in its resistance to state medi- 
cine but we believe the profession is in danger of losing 


this support by reason of the action taken 
in Saskatchewan. A _ strike by doctors has an 
unethical ring and somehow seems to belie the 


avowed aim of the profession embodied in the Hippo- 
cratic Oath. Any resistance to infringement on private 
rights would receive more support if more subtly attacked. 
In the meantime someone should prescribe a pallia- 
tide them over until a lasting cure could be found for the 
trouble being experienced.

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Reports and Remarks... 
IT’S ‘AGIN’ THE LAW 


As a result of amendments to the Ontario Water 
Resources Commission Act which were passed at the re- 
cent session of the Ontario Legislature, it is now illegal 
to add any substance to the water of any well, lake, river, 
pond, spring, stream, reservoir or other water or water- 
course for the purpose of killing or affecting plants, snails, 
insects, fish or other living matter without a permit 
issued by the Commission, 

At a recent OWRC briefing of those primarily in- 
terested in such legislation, it was explained such control 
was necessary to ensure the presence of a safety factor 
whenever chemical control of aquatic nuisances was 
undertaken. It was pointed out that public water works 
intakes, fishing areas, public swimming areas, stock water- 
ing areas, and water used for irrigation purposes must 
be protected from possible contamination by improper use 
of algicides, pesticides, herbicides and other similar pre- 
parations. 

Application forms for those wishing permits can be 
obtained by writing to the Biology Branch, Division of 
Laboratories, Ontario Water Resources Commission, 801 
Bay Street, Toronto 5, or from any district office of the 
Ontario Department of Lands and Forests. Personnel of 
this Department also will assist the Commission with 
evaluations which may be necessary in some cases before 
permits are issued. 

It was pointed out that as liason with the district 
offices of the Department of Lands and Forests is 
necessary, and as field investigations must sometimes be 
made, applications for permits should be made at least 
three weeks in advance of the proposed treatment dates.

Evidence that exercises like the now popular “air 
force” program may reduce the risk of heart disease is 
contained in a report by Dr, Lawrence A. Goulding, of 
Kent State University, Ohio. 

Usually in attempts to prevent atherosclerosis 
(hardening of the arteries) and resultant heart attacks, 
exercise is recommended in conjunction with diet. In 
fact, diet is considered most important and patients are 
taken off animal fats, dairy products and eggs, and giy- 
en a replacement diet including yegetable oils such as 
corn oil margarine, peanut oil and so on. 

In this case, however, Dr. Goulding used exercise 
alone as a means of lowering cholesterol. Thirty-two 
men with an average age of 42 met as a group for one 
hour a day, five days a week for nine months. Their 
exercise program was designated to promote strength 
and heart fitness. , 

At the beginning of the test the men average a 
cholesterol count of 261. At the end of the test they 
were down to 195 mg-100m. 

In another group 30 men who did no exercising 
there was no decrease in cholesterol level. 

Both groups followed similar diets except that the 
exercising-men were hungrier and showed some increase 
in calorie intake,

OPERATION INSECT 


The Health League of Canada reminds the trayel- 
ling and vacationing public that in the pursuit of sum- 
mertime, man finds himself open to assault by life in 
the wild—easy prey for the stings of raging insects and 
a favorite subject for mastication by nearly everything 
from mites on up. 

Ironically, it is not the fanged monsters of the 
animal kingdom that causes the major havoc. In fact 
damage to human life seems to be inversely related to 
the size of the beast. Wlephants fear men, but ticks, 
fleas, lice and mosquitos don’t 

The indiscriminate boring and biting of these insig- 
nificant insects produce malaria, yellow fever, typhus, 
plague, dangue and a lot of other diseases that don’t 
even have names. The world-wide death toll caused 
by germ-spreading insects is so staggering that it has 
never even been totalled with any accuracy. 

While insect-induced deaths are highest in the 
tropics, some Northern cities in recent years have re- 
ported an upsurge in parasitic diseases imported from 
the hot climates. A study read before the American 
Medical Association traced the influx to immigrations 
from the Caribbean and the annual vist of 2,000,000 
Americans to foreign countries, 

There are also several insect-borne diseases native 
to the temperate zones. One type of Wncephalitis 
(sleeping sickness) caused a wave of near panic in 
southern New Jersey in 1959. A rare variety of New 
Jersey's famous mosquito population was found Spread- 
ing the disease. In that year, 2,437 people were report- 
ed stricken by encephalitis in the United States, and 
this figure may have been “seriously incomplete”, sta- 
tisticians said. 

Drop for drop, the venon, injected by a honeyhbee’s 
stinger is just as poisonous as a rattle snake, but there 
are a lot fewer drops. While it delivers only a minute 
amount, the bee’s method is unique. The stinger com- 
plete with poison sack and muscles rips out, killing the 
bee. But the muscles which remain with the sack 
will go on squeezing poison through the stinger for ag 
long as 20 minutes. 

The normal reaction to this poison js a burning 
itech. Bee keepers have survived 200 stings at one time. 
But for some people a few stings can be fatal. 

It’s not the poison that does the killing in these 
cases, says Dr. W. W. Bauer, director emeritus of health 
education for the American Medical Association. 
Rather, proteins contained in the venom sets up an al- 
lergie reaction. 

Just one sting can sensitize some people and a sub- 
sequent sting, even months later, may trigger asthma, 
shock or death. 

Some physicians say it is quite likely that more 
people die of this type of reaction than is now realized, 
The sting is usually so small that it is sometimes over- 
looked and death is recorded as due to heat prostration 


or heart failure.

Pasturing 
of sows 


With grain prices higher 
than they have been for some 
time, and with the prospects of 
continuation of these high 
prices, hog producers are look- 
ing for economy in their feed- 
ing program. Pasturing sows 
is one such way, states Pro- 
fessor Forshaw. swine special- 
ist with Ontario Agricultural 
College. 

By pasturing, you not only | 
reduce cost, but also produce » 
vigorous and healthier pigs, 
When sows are on pasture, you 
can reduce the grain ration. 
Pasture provides protein, Vi- 
tamin A, and certain of the B 
vitamins. The grain ration 
should therefore, be a high 
energy ration which is well 
fortified. : 

The pasture should be high 
in legumes such as alfalfa and 
clover. It should be kept grow- 
ing, as a sow will eat little of 
the mature forage. Rotation of 
the pasture is necessary to 
avoid parasites that may have 
carried over from the previous 
lot of swine. 

Even though pasture is ex- 
cellent feed, it is not a com- 
plete ration in itself. It is too 
low in energy, and therefore, 
the grain ration should be a 
high energy mixture. Remem- 
ber that sows make moderate 
gains, about one pound a day 
during the 112 to 114 day 
gestation period.

DRUG ERUPTIONS 

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: Every 
once in a while my doctor 
prescribes phenobarbital for 
my tenseness. Lately I have 
noticed that my skin breaks 
out and itches after I have 
taken a few tablets. They 
never bothered me before. Is 
it possible that these pills are 
causing my skin trouble? - - 
Mrs. M. 

Comment: What we often) 
overlook - - doctors and pa- 
tients included - - is that any 
drug may cause an eruption. 
Somewhere there is a sensitive 
patient who just can’t take it. 

Think of the millions of 
people who take aspirin for 
years without any trouble, yet 
there are those who will bleed| 
or get other severe reactions 
after one or two pills. 

Millions take penicillin with-| 
out reactions, yet there is the 
minority who break out all/ 
over, and in some cases, even 
endanger their lives by taking 
it. 

But these are only two ex- 
amples. As I said, any drug is 
liable to cause skin reactions 
+ - anywhere from simple itch- 
ing to severe blotches, blemi- 
shes and ulcerations.

If you are sensitive to cer- 
tain hormones, you can get a 
reaction from eating capons 
which were fed these hor- 
mones; from penicillin in milk;

can name that vou take for a 
headache, laxative, tonic or 
other common remedy known 
to most households. 

If the patient has a skin 
eruption of unknown origin, 
and he has been taking a 
variety of drugs, the doctor 
must go on the diagnostic 
trail and determine which drug 
-- if any - - is the cause. With- 


drawing the drug will usually 
clear up the

have one or two convulsions a 


year which lasts only two to 
three minutes, and come on 
soon after the onset of fever. 
Under such circumstances, 
1 think most mothers can stop 
worrying about the possibility 
epilepsy. 

But this is important: the 
possibility of epilepsy should 
be kept in mind if the concul- 
sions last beyond the age of 
six, or if a previously convul- 
sion-free child begins having 
them after the age of six or 
seven. Also, if the convulsions 


Some children 


are more susceptible to convul- 
In them, it 


occur more frequently; some- 
times every day for a while. 
And if they last many minutes, 
or even hours. 

If your family doctor or pedi- 
atrician is in doubt, he will or- 
der an electroencephalogram 
(brain wave examination) to 
make the diagnosis. But it is 
important to remember that 
such an examination should 
not be made until at least two 
to three weeks after the fever 
has subsided; otherwise the 
fever itself may cause changes 
in the test which interfere 
with the correct diagnosis. 

Removing infected tonsils 
often prevents fever convul- 
sions in children who have fre- 
quent sore throats. If true 
epilepsy is present, the doctor 
will prescribe anticonvulsants 
like phenobarbital, Dilantin 
or Tridione.

SEIZES POWER 

A military group has seized power over the Peruvian 
Government in a bloodless coup and desposed President 
Manuel Prado. The National radio-which is controlled by 
the army-said the group of military leaders will be sworn 
in today as the nation’s new governing body. The radio 
said the country is calm. The broadcast gave as the 
reason for Prado’s overthrow “A fraud in the electoral 
process” in the Peruvian Presidential election June 10th. 
Early today, army fanks and armored cars moved in and 
surrounded the presidential palace in Lama, and Prado 
was reported to have been taken away from the palace 
under guard. There has been no word as to where Prado 
was taken, but one report said he had been “taken into 
custody”. 
REJECTS PLEA 

Britain’s highest court has rejected a plea by con- 
victed Soviet spy Dr. Robert Soblen that he be freed in 
England or some other country to dodge a life sentence 
in the United States. Soblen’s attorneys say they will 
appeal and the court gave them 15 days to file such 
action. The court did not rule on whether Soblen would 
be sent back to the U-S. Soblen jumped bail last month 
in New York City when he was due to start a life sentence 
and was found a few days later in Tel Aviv, Israel. He 
was promptly deported. 
MEET WITH GOVERNMENT 

Saskatchewan's striking doctors meet the Socialist 
Government of the province this afternoon. The occasion 
is the government's party convention at Saskatoon. The 
meeting marks the first time the two sides have meet face 
to face since the doctors refused to practice July ist 
because of the government's new medicare plan. 
PREPARE FOR RECONCILATON 

Although both sides in the doctor's strike appear pre- 
pared for a reconciliation, Britain’s Lord Taylor is in the 
province to study the medicare situation and report to 
Premier Woodrow Lloyd. And Lioyd last night an- 
nounced that Regina Judge Harold Thomson would make 
up the one-man Royal Commission which will study 
charges that the Saskatchewan doctors are harassing 
doctors imported to work under the medicare plan. 
THREE COUNTS 

Police in Toronto are holding 20-year-old Norman 
Swannon on three counts of shooting after three women 
were wounded within half an hour of each other yester- 
day. The women, walking along streets in West-Central 
Toronto, were unaware they were being shot at until hit. 
Their ages were 22, 70 and 33. 
PICTURE IMPROVES 

The Bureau of Statistics has reported that Canada’s 
unemployment picture improved in June. There was a 
decrease of 35-thousand from the figures for May. On 
June 23rd four-point-five per cent of Canada’s labor 
force was unemployed compared with five-point-six a 
year earlier. Total unemployment amounted to 301- 
thousand persons out of a work force of six-and-three- 
quarter million,

Fire starts in pines,

FACTS ABOUT FARM IMPLEMENTS 
THEIR OPERATION AND THE LAW 

Many people have probably wondered about the 
status of farm vehicles on the highway as related to the 
law governing their operation. The Ontario Dept. of 
Transport has just published a booklet which answers 
some of the questions which arise on this subject ... 
They may be of interest to motorists as well as to farm- 
ers, 

Here are a few questions and answers: 

Part One: How the Law Applies to Farm Implements 

The definitions given in the Highway Traffic Act 
show how the law considers farm tractors and imple- 
ments of husbandry. 

Pxtracts from Definitions given in Section 1 of the 
Highway Traffic Act 

1. MOTOR VEHICLE: does not include... farm trac- 
tor, self-propelled implement of husbandry or road- 
building machine within the meaning of this Act. 

2. TRAILBR: means any vehicle that is at any time 
drawn upon a highway by a motor vehicle except an im- 
plement of husbandry .. . : 

3. FARM TRAGTOR: means a self-propelled vehicle 
designed and used primarily as a farm implement for 
drawing ploughs, mowing machines and other imple- 
ments of husbandry and not designed or used for car- 
rying a load. 

4. VEHICLE: includes a motor vehicle, trailer, trac- 
tion engine, farm tractor . .. propelled or driven by any 
kind of power including muscular power... 

Q. Does this mean that the Act does not apply to 
farm tractors? 

A. No, a farm tractor is not a motor vehicle under 
the Act but it is a vehicle and any requirements for 
vehicles apply equally to farm tractors. 

Q@. What about farm wagons? 

A. These are considered to be trailers when drawn 
by a truck or other motor vehiele. They are not trailers 
when drawn by a farm tractor. 

Q. And implements of husbandry? 

A. They are vehicles but not motor vehicles or 
trailers. 

Q@. If 1 allow someone under 16 to drive a farm trac- 
tor along a highway, do | commit an offence? 

A. Yes, 

Q@. Must the driver of a farm tractor have a driver's 
licence? 

A. No, itis not necessary. 

Q. Ifa person's driver's licence is suspended, may 
he drive a farm tractor? 

A. Only on the farm; he may not drive along or 
across the highway. 

Q@. Are registration plates needed? 

A. For farm tractors —no. 

For farm wagons—if drawn by a tractor—no. 
For farm implements—no. 
if drawn by a motor yehicle—yes. 

Q. What is the age limit for the driver of a farm 

tractor? 

A. On the farm or directly across a highway—no 

limit. Along a highway—driver must be at 
least 16. 
Part Two: The Demerit Point System and The Farm 
Tractor Driver. 

All motoring offences under the Criminal Code of 
Canada apply to the drivers of farm tractors. 

Where the Highway Traffic Act refers to “the 
driver of a motor vehicle” the offence does not apply to 
the driver of a farm tractor. 

Where the Highway Traffic Act refers to “the driver 
of a vehicle” the offence does apply to the driver of a 
farm tractor. 

In all cases where the offence applies to the driver 
of a farm tractor the appropriate number of points 
will be assessed against the driver. 


NO PLACE TO TAKE SHELTER.... 

A story frequently re-told with a new leading 
character is contained in this dispatch on Friday: 
“Lightning killed a 15-year-old boy in Ottawa while he 
huddled for protection under a tree.” The tragedy was 
teported following a violent electrical storm which 
Swept Ontario from Niagara to Ottawa on Thursday 
in which at least eight persons were injured by light- 
ning. 

Despite repeated admonition through various 
media, people caught in the open during a storm, often 
take shelter under a tree, Experience shows it's about 
the most dangerous place they could head for... They 
would be safer to flatten out on the ground (if they can- 
not make the cover of a building) and take a soaking, 
Trees often being the highest points in urban or open 
country, are natural targets for lightning. 

Lightning is not an entirely unpredictable quantity 
and respect for it will do more to promote safety during 
a storm than fear, The protective cover of a building 
should be sought when a storm approaches; water 
sports should be abandoned; use of electric appliances 
avoided unless absolutely necessary; and any other 
reasonable precautions taken. Getting under the bed, 


holing up in the cellar or behind the piano doesn’t help 
a bit. 


COBOURG GETS INTO THE ACT 
PORT HOPE LOOKING ON... 

Cobourg has got into the ‘store hours’ act and is at- 
tempting to finalize some local legislation to regulate the 
hours in which a merchant may do business, This town’s 
bylaw would provide for closed Mondays, open Wednes- 
days (all day), two open nights a week (Thursday and Fri- 
day), and exemption of small family-owned grocery 
stores from its terms. 

Judging from the report of the bylaw’s discussion by 
Cobourg Council, it is aimed directly at clipping the wings 
of discount stores . . , Counsel for the retail merchants 
made no bones about this when he said: “The merchants 
welcome new business and fair competition and feel that 
a discount store is not objectionable unless it stays open 
unusually Jong hours, forcing them to do the same.”

JUST AS EFFECTIVELY 

Inflation can wipe out people's savings “just as ef- 
fectively as unemployment”, the Canadian Life Insurance 
Officers Association said this week in a brief to the Royal 
Commission on Banking and Finance. 

Fighting a recession is important but so is battling in- 
flation, the association’s brief indicated, when money is 
worth less due to inflation a hardship is imposed on 
people with a fixed annual income, such as pensioners. 

‘The problem of inflation arises from an imbalance 
in our economic affairs. Although it manifests itself as 
a monetary phenomenon in the sense of rising prices, its 
roots lie much deeper. 

“No ready cure is available. Just as combatting re- 
cession requires the use of a broad arsenal of weapons, so 
combatting inflation requires an equally broad attack, not 
only on the monetary front, but also in fiscal matters and 
in economic policy generally.” 

The association’s brief said that reasonable price 
stability and a high level of employment and income are 
the two major objectives of public policy~and “need 
powerful support from monetary and fiscal policy and 
from the public generally.” 


reeves convention a few days ago, noted that the associa- 
tion had favored provincial government regulation of 
store hours and said that the move was designed to coun- 
ter the competition of discount stores by forcing them to 
conform to the wishes of other merchants in the matter 
of store hours. 

Speaking to this point in Cobourg, the counsel for 
Dominion Stores Ltd. made a point which commands 
thoughtful consideration when he said: ‘The bylaw in- 
terferes with the freedom of the individual to carry on 
business and was undemocratic.” The question at once 
arises: “Can we, under the banner of democracy, pass 
legislation of the type proposed at Cobourg and else- 
Where?” What do you think? 


THE BRITISH SHOW COURAGE 

Confronted by the Royal College of Physicians with 
the fact that cigarette smoking is a contributing factor to 
cancer of the lung, the British have shown considerably 
more courage than Canadian and American officialdom 
. .. They have taken steps to ensure that smoking doesn’t 
hold any special appeal for the young. It is interesting to 
note that Britain’s Independent Television Authority, 
which regulates TV, has drawn up a new code for tobacco 
advertising to ensure that television does nothing to en- 
courage the young to smoke. The new code, according 
to a report from London, “will ban TV cigarette commer- 
cials which: overemphasize the pleasure to be obtained 
from cigarettes; feature the conventional heroes of the 
young; appeal to pride or general manliness: use a fash- 
ionable social setting to support the impression that cigar- 
etfe smoking is a “go-ahead” habit; strikingly present ro- 
mantic situations and young people in love in such a way ~ 
as to seem to link the pleasures of such situations with the 
pleasures of smoking. 

Introduction of similar regulations to Canada would 
be welcome, even by many case-hardened smokers who 
get heartily sick and tired of watching smoking commer- 
cials on their TV screens . . . What could be less enter- 
taining than watching someone take a deep ‘drag’ on a 
cigarette and then exhale with that raspy gusto so typical 
of television ‘smokers’? Young people are very impression- 
able and it is grossly unfair to lead them to believe that 
itis good for them to do something which has been shown 
to be potentially harmful . . . They should be presented 
with the facts so they can decide on that basis whether 
they wish to participate. 

The British government, armed with the same medi- 
cal reports that prompted the TV authority to take action 
has opened an anti-cigarette campaign with posters warn- 


ing children to “Think . . . before you smoke.” 

Canada’s government, in possession of the same 
knowledge, apparently chooses to turn a deaf ear and a 
blind eye to the information. Is the almighty tax dollar 
(it makes a bundle out of cigarette sales) taking priority 
in this case over its much vaunted concern with national 
health?

THE USE OF SUNGLASSES 

In the summer we don our Sunglasses to protect 
us from the direct rays of the sun and from glare reflect- 
ed from sand and water. The use of tinted glasses 
helps relieve the wearer from annoying squinting or 
other discomfort, 

Although sunglasses afford glare protection we 
should avoid looking directly into the sun, The rays 
of the sun are so strong that none of the variety of com- 
mercially marketed sunglasses adequately can protect 
the eyes from possible damage. 

Sometimes we overdo our use of glasses. Some 
persons wear sunglasses while driving at night to cut 
down glare from approaching head-lights. Sunglasses 
or other tinted glasses should not be used for night driy- 
ing since they reduce the total light transmitted to the 
eye, thus making it more difficult to see. Coloured or 
tinted automobile windshields may present the same 
hazard. 


IS TELEVISION HARMFUL? 

Television viewers may ask, “Will watching teleyis- 
ion harm my eyes?” It does not seem likely that tele- 
vision itself will cause eye harm. It can bring on symp- 
toms of eyestrain, if we watch the screen too long, too 
often or sit too close, These Symptoms are more apt to 
occur if the viewer is in need of glasses, has a muscle 
imbalance, or some other potential cause of eyestrain. 

The person having normal vision or corrected de- 
fects will not develop eyestrain from television if his 
viewing is not excessive and is tempered by common 
sense, —The Blue Bell, 
NEW HEARING DEVICE 

A new hearing device, made by the Ardente Comp- 
any, was one of the British products reported on in a re- 
cent edition of the ‘““New Ideas” program broadcast each 
week in the BBC General Overseas Service. Although 
it has been on the market for only a few months the 
‘Premiere Hearing Corrector’, as it is called, has already 
attracted orders from Australia, New Zealand, Singa- 
pore and Hong Kong. Only 38 millimetres in length, it 
has a flesh-coloured casing and is worn unobtrusive- 
ly behind the ear. Transistors make efficiency possi- 
ble in such a small size, and the battery has a life of 
about ninety hours, 

“One of the greatest advantages,” reported Michael 
Jacobson, “is that it incorporates the new thermister 
device, which gives automatic temperature control 
from zero to forty degrees Centigrade. Apart from the 
variations of temperature caused by body heat, it can 
Cope with the difficulties of people living in tropical 
countries or in regions wich suffer extremely cold wint- 
ers. Until now, such people have had trouble in finding 


a hearing aid which remained consistant whatever the 
temperature.” 


COMPUTER STUDIES THE BIBLE 

One of the latest tasks for computers mentioned 
by Gordon Snell in a recent edition of the “Science and 
Indusry” programme broadcast each week in the BBC 
General Overseas Service, is to help theological scholars 
in studying the Bible. : 

“Even an average computer,” said Snell, “can ‘read’ 
the whole of the New Testament in under ten minutes, 
but not in the original Greek. The text has first of all 
to be converted into a pattern of punched holes ona 
long strip of tape. Andrew Morton, a scholar and prac- 
ticing minister of Scotland, is using this method to dis- 
cover which of the fourteen New Testament Epistles at- 
tributed to the Apostle Paul were in fact written by the 
Same man. This identification is possible because of 
the deeply ingrained word and sentence patterns that 
mark off one writer from another. One example of 
such patterns is the use of the word ‘and’ — the number 
of times it occurs in any passage of, say, three thousand 
words, its place in the sentence, the length of the words 
before and after it. The computer is being set to 
analyze this and many other writing habits, and it may 
Solve a problem that has been the Subject of debate 
among theological scholars for centuries.”

Garden Fresh Peas, 

Have you tried fresh green 
peas this season? Those of you 
who grow them in your garden 
are truly fortunate, However, 
with new improved methods of 
shipping, peas almost ‘garden 
fresh” are now available to 
the consumer. 

Food experts at Macdonald 
Institute Guelph, suggest that 
peas, like other vegetables, be 
cooked quickly in a moderate 
amount of boiling water, un- 
covered for the first five 
minutes. Don't 
destroys their nutritive value, 
turns them dark in color, and 
makes them too soft. The 
recommended cooking time is 
approximately 10 minutes for 
garden peas. They should be 
cooked only until they are 
“tender crisp”. Leaving the lid 
off heightens the green color. 

Here’s a tip for using left- 
over peas. Chill, then combine 
with finely shredded raw cab- 
bage and fold into a partially 
set lime or lemon gelatine. 
Raw shredded or cooked diced 
beets are a welcome and color- 
ful addition to this salad too. 


HOW CAN 1??? 


Q. What is a quick and easy 
way of mixing leftover paint? 

A. One idea is to drop a 
couple of marbles or ball bear- 
ings into the can before seal- 
ing it. The objects eventually 
become embedded in the 
thickening paint in the bottom 
of the can. Then, when the 
sealed can is shaken vigorous- 
ly, the marbles or ball bearings 
will not rattle until the thick- 
ened paint has begun to mix 
with the oil. As soon as the 
objects rattle freely, you will 
know your paint is well mixed. 

Q@. How can | remedy an 
iron that persists in sticking 
to the materials | am trying to 
press? 

A. You can make your 
sticky iron operate smoothly 
again if you'll run it back and 
forth over a paper on which 
salt has been sprinkled. 

Slugs Can Shred Garden Plants 

The slug is one of the most 
common pests in the garden. 
Evidence of his work is never 
hard to find especially in cool, 
wet weather. Nothing is more 
annoying to the gardener 
than to see those plants that 
have just been set out, reduced 
to shreds in a few hours. 

Slugs are not particular 
about their diet, and just about 
anything goes, so any of your 
plante are liable to be attacked. 
Even sudden periods of cold, 
drought or heat won’t slow 
them down much. 

Here are a few tips from 
horticulturists with the Ontario 
Devartment of Agriculture on 
how to centro] this pest. 

One of the most important 
factors is sanitation. Slugs 


hide under all sorts of rubbish 
during the day, so get rid of 
anv debris lying around as 
well as weed beds and brush 
piles. 

The fact that slugs like to 
hide under rubbish can be 
made use of in establishing 
traps. Set a piece of bark about 
6 inches square close to the 
area to be protected. This will 
attract the slugs and should be 
regularly checked for their 
presence, preferably early in 
the morning. Any slugs pre- 
sent can be killed. An old roof- 
ing tile also works well. 

Metaldehyde baits are also 
effective and are sold in many 
commercial forms. Apply the 
bait at dusk in small piles 
about the size of a fifty-cent 
piece in the area to be protect- 
ed. Fresh applications are 
needed after rain. This is 
one of the most common forms 
of control. 

Copper-lime dusts (1 part 
dehydrated copper sulphate 
and 10 parts hydrated lime) 
are also sometimes used, They 
are most effective when ap- 
plied after dusk on a mild, 
moist night.

Kawartha tourist operators 
view cheap dollar’s effect 


with optimism, 


That the 1962 tourist season 
will be one of the best of the 
last ten, with big resorts and 
accommodation business boom- 
ing in the Kawarthas, is the 
prediction of Bruce Chisholm, 
proprietor of Lunge Haven. 

From his ‘Neat-as-a-pin’’ 
Camp on Sturgeon Lake, six 
miles north of Lindsay, Mr. 
Chisholm also predicts busi- 
ness will be so good that 
smaller and less known resorts 
will this season experience 
good returns from the over- 
flow. 

“The devalued dollar is a

cording to the Field Crops 
Branch, Ontario Department 
of Agricuture. Contact can be 
direct, or from contaminated 
shoes, garden tools, pets or 
clothes. The vapors from a 
bonfire of poison ivy vines, 
roots or leaves, can also cause 
the rash, blisters, and irrita- 
tion in sensitive persons. 
Thorough washing with 


contact may prevent infection 
or reduce its severity. In e- 
vent that symptoms appear, an 
early visit to the doctor may 
prevent a later visit to the hos- 
pital. 

Prevention is much better 
than cure. This only involves 
recognizing poison ivy, and 
avoiding it. At least one in 
every scout camp, picnic, fish- 
ing party, or golf foursome, 
should be competent to recog- 
nize and point out this plant to

woodlands, beaches. — yes 
and even in the rough on some 
golf courses. Its elimination 
rates top priority in all sum- 
mer resorts, but some manages 
to survive, and always someone 
walks through it, pulls it, or 
Tests in it. It has even grown 
unrecognized among rock gar- 
den plants, with disastrous re- 
sults to the owner. In autumn, 
the leaves turn delightful co- 
lors of orange, yellow and red, 
and tempt the uninformed to 
add to their collection of aut- 
umn leaves. 

Fortunately, poison ivy can 
be controlled by readily avail- 
able weed killers. Amino tria- 
zole is best for a one applica- 
tion treatment. Brushkillers 
are excellent but may require a 
second clean-up application. 
Silvex is also highly effective 
on poison ivy. Choice will de- 
pend on the product most read- 
ily available, as any of these 
materials will eliminate the t 
menace. Follow directions on 
the label, and spray any time 
up to late September. To 
avoid walking in the vines it 
helps to have enough pressure 
on the sprayer so that you can 
spray from a good clean quart- 
er rod away.

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Former Lindsay newsman 


A former Lindsay man and 
brother of a Lindsay woman 
has written ‘home’ to express 
his pride in the Kinsmen 
Band’s Calgary performance. 

Leonard D. Nesbitt, son of 
the late Mr. and Mrs. James 
Nesbitt and brother of Mrs. 
George W. Rutherford, 233 
Kent St. W., Lindsay, is the 
retired secretary of the Al- 

P berta Wheat Pool. A former 
newspaperman, he was once 
closely associated with Ford 
W. Moynes, now of “The Post”, 
and later became associated 
with the Woodstock Review. 
Going West from there, he 
established the Basano weekly 
press and acquired another 
paper at Brooks, Alberta. 
Editor of the wheat pool 
‘Bulletin’ before retiring, he 
has spent some time writing 
a history of the pool itself. 

Here is what he has to say 
of the Kinsmen Band and the 
Calgary Stampede: 

“The people of Lindsay may 

8 well feel proud of the fine 
impression made by their 
youthful Kinsmen band during 
Stampede Week in Calgary. 
This city is a scene of pande- 
monium during the week. 
Celebrities from far and near 
gather for this fling at re- 
incarnating the old west of 
the rangeland era. Incoming 
crowds tax accommodations to 
the limit. In the midst of all 
the goings on, Calgany took 
the white uniformed Lindsay 
band to its heart. The young- 
sters- are not only fine 
musicians, but they are alive, 
interesting, well - mannered 
boys and girls. And they cer- 
tainly enjoyed themselves in 
this western city of the foot- 
hills. 

“The band made their 2,240 
mile journey on the Canadian 
Pacific Railway’s crack train 
the Canadian. Very few, if any, 
of the youngsters have ever 

) been west before. They were 
entranced with the journey 
across the rocky land of 
Northern Ontario, past the 
shores of Lake Superior and 
then on into Manitoba. Fol- 
lowing comes the sweep of the 
800-mile prairie route from 
Winnipeg, across broad Sas- 
katchewan and into Alberta 
where the topography gradu- 
ally rises until Calgary, 3,500 
feet above sea level, is reached. 
To the westward of this city 
tower the lordly ranges of the 
Rocky mountains, formed un- 
told millions of years ago. 

“T never knew Canada was 

' so big,” remarked one young- 
ster. And I think the same 
thought was In the minds of 
most of the others. Lindsay 
people may not realize what 
the sending of this group to 
Calgary meant to the young 
folks. 

“Mayor Joe Holtom, who 
headed the delegation of Lind- 
say citizens accompanying the 
band, expressed the same 
sentiments when I chatted 
with him in his suite in the 
Palliser _ hotel, Lindsay’s 
mayor, a personable man, was 
very pleased at the reception 
given the band and the Lindsay 
people. 

“Having witnessed the spec- 
tacular Stampede parade, on 
and off for over half a century, 
I have made it a practice in 
recent years to leave my place 
to visitors. But this year I 
was determined to get in line 
for I wanted to see the Lindsay 
Kinsmen band. T herded two 
young grandsons from Ottawa 
and started out two hours 
ahead of parade time to get 
a viewpoint. It took most of

the parade was in sight. Over 
170,000 people lined the 
avenues and streets along 
which the parade travelled. 

“Now I am not going to de- 
scribe the parade, except to 
say it included dignitaries 
from governments, General 
Rockingham, head of the wes- 
tern army command, who 
opened the Stampede, Roy 
Rogers and his wife Dale 
Evans, and other notable 
figures. There were 1,750 
horses participating in the 
Stampede and half of them, it 
seemed to me, were in the 
parade. There were cowboys 


galore and oldtime ranchers, 
Indians from the tribes of 
Blackfeet, Bloods, Sarasee, 
Stonys and Peigans. 

“There were 35 _ bands, 
mostly from the west and 
neighboring states to the 


south. But I was waiting for 
the Lindsay Kinsmen band 
and in the middle of the parade 
it appeared, young musicians 
uniformed in white, marching 
in precision and with the ma- 
jorettes headed by Karen 
Grills. This youthful band 
made a wonderful impression 
and was cheered all along the 
route. I was quite proud of 
them and of my old home town 
for which I have so many fond 
memories . . . The youngsters 
in the band came here with a 
high reputation, which they 
maintained throughout the 
week. They played at various 
events including street dances. 
I will not undertake to men- 
tion individuals in the band 
except for a remark I heard 
that Sal Polito was the ‘great- 
est little trumpet player ever 
to come out of Lindsay.’ 

“The personnel of the band 
were quartered in school 
buildings in various parts of 
the city. Calgary lies mainly in 
a valley along which two rivers 
run. Those of the band billeted 
in the surrounding hills had a 
fine view of the mountains to 
the west. The whole band 
and other Lindsay people are 
journeying to Banff this week 
and will tour a portion of the 
Rockies. 

“T understand that some of 
the Lindsay citizens who ac- 
companied the band were 
presented with the ‘white cow- 
boy hats’ Calgary provides for 
notable visitors. In return 
Mayor Holtom presented Cal- 
gany’s mayor, Harry Hays, 
with a beautiful set of cuff 
links engraved with the in- 
scription, ‘Lindsay, Gateway 
to the Kawartha Lakes.’ 

“E.R, Roberts, head of the 
Calgary Kinsmen which inspir- 
ed and financed the journey of 
the Lindsay Kinsmen band to 
this city, told me that he was 
delighted with the whole 
undertaking and the splendid 
impression the band made 
here.

coming. 

None were so surprised and 
delighted as the members of 
the band entourage who “never 
in the world expected such a 
terrific welcome home”. Their 
happy faces bespoke the 
sincerity of their appreciation. 


A motor cavalcade of 25 
cars transported the 100 or 
more travellers from the junc- 
tion of highways 7 and 35, 
south of town, where the three 
buses bringing them from 
Toronto were met. 

One of the travellers termed 
the welcome home parade-as 
the last, but not least golden 
mile of the 5,000-mile trip to 
the west and back. 


With the coloured street 
lighting and the radiance of a 
full moon making for a perfect 
setting, the parade proceeded 
up Kent St. at 9.45 p.m.

An incensed young man, 
born, raised, and educated in 
Saskatoon, who began practi- 
sing as a doctor two years ago, 
Dr. Gordon Lindsay told “The 
Post” in a radio interview that 
the doctors there are leaving 
in droves since “Medicare” 
came into the picture. 

Dr. Lindsay, who arrived a 
few weeks ago from Saskatche- 
wan to assist Dr. H. R. Davies, 
was one of the panel who sat 
down for an informal dis- 
cussion during a radio broad- 
cast over C.K.L.Y. Monday. 

Also in on the discussion 
were Dr. Davies, Mrs. H. 
Houzer, A. Warrilow “The 
Post” and CKLY commentator 
Wynn McNabb. 

Only 28 years of age, but 
seemingly dedicated to his 
profession, the doctor told of 
the empty hospitals, struggling 
nurses, the utter. confusion, 
the new government plan 
“Medicare” has caused. 

“It was not even put to a 
vote,” he said, “and if it ever 
was I feel more than 85% 
of the people of the province 
would be against it.” 

“The Medical Arts Building 
in Regina which cost over 
$3,000,000 is reported to have 
been sold for half that price. 
The doctors are leaving, and 
fast,” he said, adding, “There’s 
no doubt about it, and I feel 
sorry for many of the nurses

When asked to give his 
Opinion, Dr. Davies told “The 
Post” he could only speak for 
himself, adding that both 
sides are going to suffer 
through the government's de- 
cision, and he felt that it 
should at least have been put 
to a vote. He also added that 
he would not like to see it 
happen here. 

Dr, Lindsay was quite bitter 
as he aired his views, blaming 
the new ruling for the rift 
among the doctors. 


“The hospitals, the univer- 
sity classes, and the medical 
offices are gradually empty- 
ing in protest”, he said. 

“Some of the doctors are 
going south as far as Califor- 
nia, others are coming east like 
myself. 


“The government wants to 
dictate to us, just as they will 
later on, if left in power, to 
the plumber, the painter, and 
the lawyer, and so on.” 

“I think now they realize 
they went too far and if this 
ever gets straightened out I

A short time later a 
man’s voice came onto the air 
demanding to know that since 
Brantford has fluoridation, 
why it takes so long just to 
have a dental check-up? 

Up until this year, it has 
been costing the taxpayers of 
Brantford over $25,000 yearly 
to provide “free” dental treat- 
ment for those parents who 
could not afford dental care 
for their children. On June 30, 
1962, Brantford’s school dental 
officer retired. He is quoted 
as saying about the complete 
abolition of dental treatment 
within Brantford’s city schools: 
“There is need for some type 
of service for children of par- 
ents temporarily unemployed. 
The number of children need- 
ing treatment will not be able 
to get appointments with local 
dentists, Parents who are un- 
employed will probably be un- 
able to afford these appoint- 
ments anyway.” 

So here we have it. After 
all the reports of how benefi- 
cial compulsory fuloridation 
has been to the City of Brant- 
ford for the past 16 years, a 
child cannot get even a dental 
checkup appointment for at 
least six months! On top of 
this, the retiring school dental 
officer admits that the num- 
ber of children requiring den- 
tal service will not be able to 
obtain appointments with local 
dentists. Have we too many 
people with bad teeth, or not 
enough dentists in this compul- 
sory fluoridated town?

PREVENTION OF 
ATHEROSCLEROSIS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
been hearing so much about 
atherosclerosis. Will you 
kindly explain it? Is there any 
one sure way to prevent it? - - 
Mr. G. 

Comment: First, I think we 
ought to define it for the bene- 
fit of readers who would like 
to know what it is. The normal 
artery is made up of three 
coats. The inner one is the 
“intima.” Ordinarily, it is 
smooth and as much blood as 
is necessary can flow through 
the artery. But comes a time 
when this inner lining becomes 
roughened and thick and pre- 
vents adequate blood flow. 
Large amount of cholesterol, 
calcium and other fatty acids 
are laid down in the arteries 
causing this interference with 
blood circulation. 

When there is marked ath- 
erosclerosis of the kidney 
arteries, these organs don’t 
get their full nourishment; 
when in the cerebral (brain) 
arteries, circulation to the 
brain is not up to par; when in 
the coronary arteries the 
patient has symptoms of an- 
gina pectoris; and of coronary 
thrombosis (if the athero-

sclerosis is so advanced that 
it closes off an artery entirely.) 

Now, Mr. G., it’s easier to 
tell you what atherosclerosis 
is than how to prevent it. This 
is so because there are so 
many factors involved. For 
example, we know that here- 
dity plays a part. Some persons 
are just prone to this arterial 
degeneration. Therefore, they 
must be especially careful in 
preventing it. 

We know that cholesteral is 
in some intimate way connect- 
ed with the process, so we try 
to keep your blood cholesterol 
level down by cutting down 
the fats in your diet and sub- 
stituting a large percentage 
of polyunsaturated fats for 
the saturated fats (the former 
are vegetable fats; the latter 
animal fats). 

However, there are a num- 
ber of other factors which we 
consider important. Excessive 
cigarette smoking seems in 
some way tied up with athero- 
sclerosis, so we advise against 
smoking in those who we think 
are especially susceptible. We 
tell you to reduce if you are 
overweight. Stress plays a part 
in: the development of athero- 


sclerosis, therefore we advise

Briefly, then, I have given 
you the major problems in the 
Management of atherosclero- 
sis. We try to do all we can in 
lightening the load on the 
arteries by neutralizing these 
causes. In addition, your 
doctor will use medicinees to 
combat the condition: like 
nicotinic acid, thyroid hor- 
mone, female hormone (estro- 
gen),  ‘Triparonal (Mer-29), 
heparin and numerous other 
cholesterol - lowering agents.

ABDOMINAL EPILEPSY 

Thave been reading the case 
report of a boy who began 
having abdominal pains since 
the age of two. When he was 
eight years old he had his 
appendix out, but there was 
no subsequent relief. He had 
a GI series which was negative. 
Sometime later pains return~ 
ed, a surgeon was called in 

Bwith the idea of doing an 
exploratory operation to try 
to discover the trouble. But 
the boy’s pains disappeared 
while in hospital and the 
thought of surgery was given 
up. 

Instead, doctors became sus- 
picious of abdominal epilepsy 
as the cause. They took 
electroencephalograms which 
were “suggestive” of epilepsy 
They gave him the usual anti- 
convulsive medicines, but he 
kept having abdominal attacks 
after he left the hospital. 

Another doctor couldn't be} 
convinced the boy was acting 
“typically.” He had not re- 
sponded to the epilepsy medi- 
cine, repeat of EEG’s were 
normal, and the attacks of 
pain didn’t begin and stop 
suddenly as they often do in 
abdominal epilepsy. So he 


decided to go on the diagnos-

tic trail again. He ordered 
some special X rays and dis- 
covered that the boy had a 
large mass in his bowel which 
turned out to be what we call 
a Meckel’s diverticulum (an 
abnormal pouch arising from 
the bowel). 

The surgeon removed it 
and the boy was discharged 
from the hospital without pain 
and has had none since. 

There's a moral here. All 
pain isn’t imaginary. Neither 
should vague pains for which 
no definite reason can be 
found, labeled as being due to 
abdominal epilepsy (although 
this condition should always 
be considered in such cases). 
And the fact that one series of 
X rays has been negative does 
not mean that the patient isn’t 


entitled to have a careful X-} 


ray checkup again. If this boy 
hadn't had a restudy, he might 
never have been cured.

KEEP OUT THE LIGHT... : 

Man’s latest advances in the field of television is 
punching holes in the Iron Curtain .. . It will no longer 
keep out the light of the world around it. Telstar, that 
amazing earth-circling satellite, marks the first big step 
in world-wide television and, since ‘seeing is believing’, it 
is now going to be very difficult indeed to hoodwink large 
masses of people with false propaganda.

ELECTIONS IN AUGUST? 

A movement in this county is underway to have our 
municipal elections held early in the month of August in- 
stead of December as is now the case. We understand 
that the provincial goyernment is to be asked to pass spe- 
cial legislation making the change possible. 

During the past few years we have been hearing the 
occasional rurhble of discontent emanating from a few 
prviate cottage owners but of late said rumbles haye been 
more frequent and distinct. No doubt the tax increase 
which occurred this year in many sections of this county 
has been responsible for a rising tide of indignation 
among those who many will class as part time residents. | 
They may be called part time residents, but one must 
admit they pay the same tax rate as the permanent 
resident. 

When municipal elections are held in December it 
simply means that the great majority of voters in most 
of our townships are prevented from exercising their 
franchise. We have now reached the stage in Haliburton 
county where in some areas the summer cottage resi- 
dents exceed those residing there the year round. 

You run up aginst the odd cottage owner whose 
demands are unreasonable—so much so that they could 
not be granted by any responsible municipal body, how- 
ever the demands of the great majority of cottage owners 
are justified. 

We think our summer residents are justified in 
asking that the election date be changed as they seem, in 
a good many cases, more interested in municipal affairs 
than those of us who live here the year round.

BEETS AND TOPS 
BAKED AND BOILED 
Did you know that the name 
“beet’’ has its origin in Karly 


Roman History? ‘The seed’s 
supposed to resemble Greek 
letter “Beta” led the Romans 
to adopt the name “beta” for 
the ancestor of our present- 
day beet. 

Macdonald Institute food ex- 
perts at Guelph, outline a few 
items on the care of heets: 
chose only those beets with 
round smooth surfaces, avoid 
blemished or excessively dirty 
beets, and keep them refriger- 
ated (in a polythylene bag, if 
possible) until you are ready to 
use them.

If you prefer to boil the 
beets, scrub with a vegetable 
brush, but do not peel. Plunge 
into salted boiling water, cook- 
ing covered until tender when 
pricked. Leaving the skin on 
and the root and part of the 
stem intact, ensures that no 
excess “bleeding” or the red 
color will occur. A little acid, 
in the form of vinegar or lem- 
on juice, will also preserve the 
red color.

President De Gaulle’s Government has approved the 
appointment of U-S General Lyman Lemnitzer as Allied 
Surpreme Commander in Burope. General Lemnitzer was 
named last week by President Kennedy as Commander 
In Chief of U-S forces in Europe, He is expected to be 
named to NATO as Allied Supreme Commander . . . suc- 
ceeding General Lauris Norstad, who resigned the post 
last week. 


WILL LEAVE FOR WASHINGTON 

U-S Secretary of State Dean Rusk has announced 
that he will leave Geneva for Washington today. Since 
he arrived in Geneva Friday, Rusk has held three cold 
war talks with Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko without 
breaking their deadlock over the Berlin problem. But 
both sides have indicated that they wish to keep the talks 
going at some level. 


TWO-HOUR TALK 

U-S Ambassador Llewellyn Thompson held a two- 
hour talk in Moscow this morning before Thompson left 
his Moscow post to return to the United States. Thomp- 
son declined immediate comment on the meeting which 
was technically a final protocol visit. But the conference 
provided a chance to review the entire range of East- 
West problems especially Berlin and disarmament. 


LAST-MINUTE EFFORTS 

Ontario’s Chief Conciliation Officer, Louis Fine, 
gets down to last-minute efforts today to avert a strike 
of brewery workers throughout the province. Union 
membership meetings are scheduled for next weekend to 
vote on strike action. The Toronto local has already 
approved strike action if wage increase demands are not 
met. 


MEET IN BRUSSELS 

Ministers of the six Common Market countries are 
meeting again in Brussels with chief negotiator for Bri- 
tain’s proposed entry into the trade group—Edward Heath. 
They will spend four days talking over the proposed 
entry . . . a matter of interest to Canadians since it will 
affect Britain’s Commonwealth trade. Heath says he 
plans to discuss Agricultural products—including meat and 
eggs-with the ministers.

Many people maintain that the

Seagrave (PNS) — Mr. and 
Mrs. J.C. MacTaggart and 
Mr. and Mrs. H. Eagleson are 
back from a trip to Elliott 
Lake. They say it is a town 
with an unusual history since 
construction first started there 
the latter part of 1956. The 
story is that the U.S. Govern- 
ment had agreed to take so 
much uranium and they just 
had five years to deliver it.

EDITORIALS.... 


AN EXCEEDINGLY BLACK RECORD 

India and China, with their teeming millions of 
people, used to be considered areas of the world where 
‘Jife is cheap’ but Ontario seems to be vying with them 
for at least honourabie mention. 

Whereas in the two eastern countries disease, famine 
an other more or less natural causes take a terrific toll 
of life, Ontario is doing it with highway roulette. In 
the first six months of this year, Ontario with its fine 
network of highways, recorded the slaughter of 520 
people on them and counted up many times this number 
in maimed victims of highway accidents. This in spite of 
efforts from many quarters directed toward improving 
highway safety by education. 

In the light of the mounting carnage on our roads 
isn’t it about time something more than propaganda was 
used to comat it? . .. If you see a forest fire starting 
you don’t stand there and talk to it, you do something to 
put it out. Why should we stand by and just talk about 
the tragedy of highway accidents when the situation is 
apparently getting out of hand? 

It is now about as obvious as it will ever be that pre- 
sent approaches to promoting highway safety are a fail- 
ure . . . The message just isn’t getting through. What, 
then, remains if we are to make any progress in ending 
the ‘trails of horror’ which are Ontario's highways to- 
day . . . Does it not lie in greater control of the driver 
through enforced reduced speed and in safer construct- 
ion of motor vehicles? 


A CONTINUING STORY ... 

The return of blue-green algae formations on Stur- 
geon Lake this summer is really a continuing story. Most 
people in the area can recall the successive years of 
excessive formations a while back and the extensive in- 
vestigation which was carried out on them by a team of 
government agents working out of the Lindsay filtration 
plant. 

The type of algae which forms on Sturgeon and 
adjacent lakes (Pigeon had quite a crop of it too) is known 
to be poisonous at certain stages of its growth. Several 
animals have been killed as a result of drinking water 
which was infested with it. It was established that a heavy 
intake would be necessary to produce fatal results. 

About the only thing the investigating scientists came 
up with was the belief that the algae formed because the 
waters were heavily fertilized. However, in the light 
of the fact that it has either been absent or present in 
negligible quantities in certain years, leaves this con- 
clusion open to question. Why? Because, if anything, 
the river feeding these lakes has been more highly fer- 
tilized than ever during the years since Lindsay’s sewage 
plant bogged down competely and virtually dumped raw 
sewage into the Scugog River. 

We suggest it is a false assumption to- blame the 
presence of algae in nearby lakes on fertilization of the 
water through pollution of feeding streams. The in- 
festation may well be airborne because it is known to exist 
in parts of Africa where man’s pollution of streams doesn’t 
exist. We do not pretend to know the cause or the re- 
medy and no doubt tourist caterers in this area, to say 
nothing of local summer residents, would like to see 
something done about the situation. Here is a real pro- 
blem for the Ontario Water Resources Commission to 
tackle, The challenge is there . , . Will it accept it? 


WITH THE SEASON WELL ADVANCED 

With the tourist season well advanced in these parts, 
the vaunted blessings of Canada’s devalued dollar seem 
to be about as scarce here as the proverbial hen’s teeth. 
The concensus of opinion among those who cater to the 
trade is that there just isn’t the number of tourists in 
these parts that there were even last year. This is espe- 
cially true of those resorts which cater to the average 
Mr. and Mrs. Vacationer and Family. The decline in 
tourists trade reflects itself in the town where visiting 
Americans are anything but plentiful. Normally, at this 
time of year, the influx of American visitors to the area 
would be quite pronounced and literally ‘visible’. . . 
You could tell by observing the number of south-of-the 
border licence plates on cars parked downtown. 

Several things are being blamed for the decline (to 
this moment) in tourist trade, Number one on the list is 
“There just doesn’t seem to he the money around”. In 
second place (almost a tie) is the complaint of those in 
the tourist business that the government is competing 
with them by opening up vast public parks and providing 
service at prices with which a private operator couldn't 
hope to compete, the result being that many people have 
taken to camping out. A third factor is the advent of 
more and more ‘sleeping’ type water craft plying the in- 
land waterways. 

A fourth factor, and one to which very little atten- 
tion is being given, Is the need for some specific tourist 
attractions in this area other than eating, sleeping, swim- 
ming and fishing. Those tourist areas which feature 
a real attraction are probably doing as well as ever. Lind- 
say could no doubt arrange a couple of outstanding at- 
tractions in co-operation with tourist operators in the dis- 
trict if they saw fit. Just as a couple of suggestions... 
What could be wrong with acquiring a steam locomotive 
(if there are still some around) and (or) a steamboat and 
featuring excursions? The passenger cars could pro- 
bably be rented for the train trips at a resaonable rate 
and runs into the highlands of Haliburton might well have 
a special appeal as would steamboat trips up and down 
the river. Shouldn’t we at least explore ideas for making 
this the tourist paradise it should be and not just be con- 
tent to offer run-of-the-mill attractions?

APPLYING THE BRAKE 

Manufacturing industry likes the emergency fiscal 
program announced by the Prime Minister no more than 
the rest of the country, but that it was both necessary 
and inevitable there can be no doubt. 

Necessary because the immediate and paramount 
need is to staunch the outflow of our foreign exchange 
reserves and restore the confidence of the external in- 
vestor in the Canadian dollar and economy. 

Inevitable because our ingrained national penchant for 
annually spending abroad much, much more than we 
could pay for out of our earnings was entirely dependent 
upon the continued willingness of the foreign investor to 
pour his capital into Canada, and could not possibly sur- 
vive the kind of emphatic turnabout he has executed in 
recent weeks. 

This is not hindsight. The risk that Canada would 
sooner or later temporarily lose its appeal for the non- 
Canadian investor was always present, and our economic 
vulnerability in this connection has been repeatedly 
stressed in these columns, as elsewhere, over the past 
several years. 

Even so, it would be wrong to exaggerate the pre- 
sent difficulties, The basic soundness of the Canadian 
economy is not in question, indeed in some important re- 
spects the economy has never been in better shape. Given 
this, the combination of an imports surcharge, a six per- 
cent bank rate, a billion dollars worth of foreign credits 
and cuts in government spending and tourist allowances 
adds up to the right kind of medicine for our fiscal ills. 

This has already been dubbed an “austerity” pro- 
gram, and while it lasts it will certainly require that we 
exercise rather more national discipline and restraint 
than we have been in the habit of doing. But austerity is 
a highly relative term, and it does no harm at all to re- 
flect that in the months ahead we will still be living a good 
deal better than most people in the world. 

The big question now is whether we have the wit and 
wisdom to learn from our mistakes. For the moment, the 
brakes has been applied to our foreign spending and high 
living by none other than the foreign investor himseif. 
We have been told, in effect, to see more outside Canada 
and spend less. —Industry. 


IMMATURE DRIVER 
OWN WORST ENEMY 

Screeching tires, racing motors and erratic driving 
are the major signs of an immature person at the wheel, 
claims the Canadian Highway Safety Council. “He is his 
own worst enemy”, the Council believes. “Like an animal 
without logic or reasoning, he gives warning before 
he strikes. He can only damage himself if other drivers 
accept that warning and stay away from him.” 

The immature driver, says the Council, gives in to the 
urge to show off, to attract attention to himself. He is 
the same person who shouts on the streets, talks loudly 
on the bus and makes noisy rude remarks to others. The 
Council claims this person gets no acclaim. “He gets 
ridicule, disgust and contempt to such a degree that, 
could be but know it, the temper that accompanies im- 
maturity would certainly send him on to tantrums,” 

CHSC’s advice is to avoid the immature amateur. 
Don’t try to educate him on the spot. That's impossible 
and only tantalizes him. Let him’ alone and do your 
best to escape his idiotic caperings.” 


It was somewhat disappointing to listen to the tele- 
vised comments of one of the minister’s deputies who 
seemed to take the position that very little, if any at- 
tention would be paid to the resolution because more ex- 
tensive use of the typewriter was making the ability to 
write well of less and less importance. We would sug- 
gest that the spokesman for the Dept. of Education 
might have a change of heart if he worked around a 
newspaper office for a while where a good share of the 
communications are still written in long hand . . . Not 
everyone has a typewriter, 

A few decades ago, great emphasis was placed on 
penmanship in our public schools and by the time the 
average student reached high school, they could write 
well . . . If they couldn’t by then the chances of their 
ever improving were remote because their grounding had 
been thorough. Those who couldn’t write legibly were in 
the minority, The picture has deteriorated in recent 
years to a noticeable degree and good penmanship is a 
rare commodity among school graduates today. As long 
as it can be read (and some it takes skill to decipher). that 
seems to be about all that is required. 

For our part, we still get a great deal of pleasure out 
of reading a communication in long hand which is well 
penned. It gives the reader a sense of calmess in a world 
which is devoted to speed to such an extent that its 
masses of people hardly have time to pen a legibile let- 
ter any more.

Rose Bed Clean-up 

Now is a good time to give’ 
your roses a summer clean-up, 
advise horticulturists with the 
Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Start by removing all the 
old flower heads and fallen 
leaves. If the bed is weedy, hoe 
the weeds out and break up 
any hard crust that has formed 
on the soil surface. 

Now that the bed is cleaned 
up, what about fertilizer? If 
your roses are doing well, the 
leaves dark green and the 
plants have a general healthy 
appearance, application of 
nitrogen may do more harm 
than good, You'll end up with 
lots of leaves, but few blooms. 

If your plants need fertili- 
zer, apply 1 pound of sul- 
phate of ammonia and %2 
pound of muriate of potash 
per 100 square feet not later 
than mid-July.

A. These are often obscured 
with camphorated oil. The

|a pliofilm bag. A slice of apple 
or orange placed on wax paper 
on top. of hard sugar will re- 
store freshness. Replace fre- 
quently to prevent mould for- 
mation. 

Although canned goods do 
not seem to need special care, 
they are best kept at a tem- 
perature of 40°F. As this is 
usually impossible, home 
economists at Macdonald In- 
stitute, Guelph, recommend 
that canned goods be kept in 
as cool and dry a place as pos- 
sible. 

“Haste makes taste’ where 
vegetable cookery is concern- 
ed. The Foods Department at 
Macdonald Institute, Guelph, 
recommend that green vege- 
tables be cooked quickly and 
uncovered to allow acids, 
which destroy the green chlor- 
ophyll, to escape. To hasten

Patent Leather 
When patent-leather slippers 
or shoes are badly scuffed, 
blacken them with any black 
shoe polish and coyer with 
some clear fingernail polish.

Egg Stains 

Egg stains can easily be re- 
egg with cleaning fluid, then 
moved by the following 
method: Scrape off the excess 
egg with cleaning fluid, then 
launder. Do not use hot water 
as this coagulates the albumin 
which makes it difficult to re- 
move the stain. 

Silver-Backed Brushes 
Do not immerse silver-back- 
ed brushes in water. To clean, 
rub the bristles well in flour 
until they are clean, then use 
soft paper to remove all the 
flour. Polish the backs with 
silver polish. 

Tomato Treats 
Looking for an easy-to-make 
and colorful individual dish? 
Here’s one from the Foods 
Department at Macdonald In- 
stitute, Guelph. Section to 
within % inch from the base, 
medium sized tomatoes, to 
make wedges that open up, 
yet are fastened at the bot- 
tom. Fill with a scoop of 
Ontario’s delicious cottage 
cheese, just moistened with 
mayonnaise. Sprinkle with 
chopped parsley or chives and 
there you are! Sitting there 
on its bed of crisp lettuce, it 
looks almost too good to eat - - 
but don’t let that stop you. 

And while we are on the 
topic of tomatoes, try this for 
a new and different treat. All 
you need 1s some leftover ham, 
six medium tomatoes, celery 
and onion. 

Hollow out the tomatoes, 
reserving one-quarter cup of 
the pulp (use the rest for 
cream soups, for Swiss steaks, 
or Spanish sauce). Push two 
cups of chopped ham, %4 cup 
celery and % cup onion alter- 
nately through the meat grind- 
er. Add ¥% teaspoon pepper 
and % teaspoon salt during 
the grinding. Stir in tomato 
pulp and mix well. Then stuff 
the tomato shells and top with 
buttered bread crumbs. Place 
in an oven casserole and bake 
at 350 degrees F. for 30 
minutes. This makes an ex- 
cellent main dish for a lun- 
cheon or supper.

Warns farmers 
against cholera 


A warning from Victoria 
County Agricultural Repre- 
sentative LeRoy Brown goes 
out to district farmers to be 
on the lookout for any sign of 
hog cholera in their herds. 

Anxiety as to a possible 
outbreak of the dread disease 
in this area resulted from the 
discovery of a farm swine 
herd stricken with hog chol- 
era as far west as Oxford 
County in Ontario, 

Mr. Brown stresses that 
once hog cholera breaks out 
in a herd, all the hogs must 
be destroyed. “In the hog 
cholera epidemic of 1960-61 
57,000 hogs were destroyed 
before it was brought under 
control,” he stated. 

“People should watch 
where and what they buy in 
the line of hogs and immedi- 
ately report any sickness,” 
n their herd, he declared. 

Dr. A. F, Codlin told “The 
Post” he was not aware of 
any hog cholera in this area 
at the present time, but 
noted there was concern lest 
t should break out,

We did accuse 
Lindsay of over polluting our 
waters here with raw sewage 
and feel a little instrumental 
in this instigating the prospec- 
tive lagoon type sewage dis- 
posal system now under con- 
sideration for the town,” stated 
Mr. Poole. 


“However the chamber here 
is rather of the opinion that 
the population of the Ka- 
warthas is only another version 
of what is being encountered 
in the Great Lakes and whick 
the government is pinpointing 
by scientific study at the pre- 
sent time. 

“I do not think the tourist 
industry here this season is 
either controlled by algae or 
the devalued dollar. I only 
know the place is overcrowded 
with tourist as always at this 
time, and the Americans are 
mighty pleased when you hand 
them back seven cents on 
every one of their dollars’, he 
continued, 


“Anyway we are not worry- 
ing about algae at the moment 
— our thoughts are with Lind- 
say, hoping that the new la- 
goon lake deal works to the 
benefit of us all,

Calls for $25 bounty 


Delegation protests move 


Plans for the establishment 
of a Dominion Store in Lind- 
say, hit a snag this week. The 
re-zoning of the Ray Weldon 
property, proposed site for the 

pstore, was postponed pending 
the holding of a public hear- 
ing. This meeting will be call- 
ed Thursday, August 8th, at 
eight o'clock in the council 
chambers. 

The Planning Board met in 
special session Monday even- 
ing to consider the subcom- 
mittee’s recommendation the 
Weldon property be re-zoned 
from residential to commer- 
cial, An unexpected deputa- 
tion of seven area residents 
present, expressed emphatic 
disfavor of the re-zoning and 
the establishment of the store 
in the proximity of their 
homes. 

Planning Board member 
J.W. Pfaff, reviewed that a 
subcommittee comprised of 
Dr. Peter Gill, Mel DeGroat 
and himself had met with the 
property owner, Mr. Ray Wel- 
don and it was decided Mr. 
Weldon’s request to have his 
property re-zoned commercial 
be referred to the Planning 
Board. This would be a sec- 
tion cornering on Peel St. and 
Victoria Ave. north to Welling- 
ton Street and would comprise 
half the block. 

Member Mel DeGroat: “All 
will understand there is ap- 
parently some urgency and the 
problem is whether we are to 
have this supermarket in 
town. It is possible in future 
years if the railroad track is 
removed that Victoria Ave. 
might become a main thor- 
oughfare. If this matter is 
) threshed out here and now we 
would not have to go to a pub- 
lic hearing.” 

Member Ed Northey: “There 
is a time limit on our deci- 
sion?” 

Mr. DeGroat: “It is my un- 
derstanding”. 

Chairman J.A. McQuarrie: 
“Tf an amendment is made to 
the present bylaw (re the zon- 
ing) council will have to sub- 
mit it to the department.” 

“T don’t think we should 
make a final decision re this 
re-zoning until a public hearing 
is held but if any of you people 

p present speak now, it could 
help in making the decision.” 

A.G. Corneil of 63 Welling- 
ton St: “Personally I have noth- 
ing against development but 
I feel this part of Lindsay is 
residential right through. I 
bought here 20 years ago and 
have a lot of depth to my pro- 
perty. Why should this be 
re-zoned?” 

J.E, (Ernie) Blewett: Like 
my neighbors, I say putting a 
roadway to serve this store 
within six feet of our back 
door would spoil our properties 
and depreciate them at least 
one third in value, Then again 
Wellington St. is too narrow 
for a roadway entrance, A 
driveway back of these resi- 
dences would endanger the life 
of small children. I consider 
the area right back to Pofttin- 
ger St. as residential and speak 
as a resident of 40 years here.” 

Roy W. Price, 65 Wellington 
St.: “I would like fo have it 
confirmed that a public meet- 
ing be held at a future date. 
We just came here to listen 


to the committee report. We 
came unprepared to speak and 
our words will not give the ex- 
pression of a well prepared 
brief such as submitted by Mr. 
Weldon. Iam sure the rest of 
the property owners, not pre- 
sent here would like to 
be heard at a public meeting. 
| am definitely against the re- 
jzoning. I bought No. 65 
when sold by Miss Helen 
Ford who was not allowed to 
use this residence as her hair- 
dressing salon. The Planning 
Board at that time decided a- 
gainst letting her operate her 
business there. I can’t see that 
the east side of Victoria Ave. 
being commercial has any 
bearing on the west side. Cer- 
tainly if there is a public hear- 
ing I will attend with the rest 
of those concerned.” 

Duncan A. Sinclair, 18 Sus- 
sex St. N.: “I think a properly 
organized public meeting 
should be held. It is the thin 
edge of the wedge, the town is 
getting into. It is not so much 
Mr. Weldon’s request. We 
should not make the thin edge 
of the wedge available to a 
wealthy corporation which 
might then want to extend 
west. The Planning Board 
should use good sound sense 
as to what they are getting in- 
to”. 

Ray Weldon: “Victoria Ave 
is 100 feet wide and I have al- 
ready given 30 feet to the town 
to make access to the north- 
ern end.” 

Ernie Blewett: I started in 
my business 25 years ago, if I 
wanted to start in this location 
today they wouldn’t let me. 
As for as the road you gave 
that was to your own advan- 
tage to get into your subdivi- 
sion.” 

Roy Price: “Sussex, Peel and 
Wellington would become 
main thoroughfares with the 
establishment of this store in 
this locality. I want to know 
how many little tots could 
manage crossing in and out of 
these busy thoroughfares. 

Member Mel DeGroat: “I 
definitely think now there 
should be a public hearing.’ 
Chairman McQuarrie: “The 
town Planning Board is not 
trying to delay the matter.”

Toronto - - (UPI) - - Liberal 
M-P-P Vernon Singer last 
night called for a bounty on 
Massasauga rattlesnakes. 


Singer, the member for 
York Centre, suggested the 
government should pay 25 


dollars per rattler, the same 
as it pays for wolves. 

A ten-year-old Michigan 
girl died of rattlesnake bites 
received a week ago at a beach 
resort near Penetangushene. 

Lands and Forests Minister 
J. W. Spooner was not impres- 
sed by Singer’s suggestion. 

“As I understand it,” he 
said, “there are few rattle- 
snakes in Ontario, and those 
we have are located in the 
Penetanguishene area.” 

The minister said an office 


-|would have to be set up to 


determine which snakes 


caught by: eager bounty hunt- 
ers were rattlers and which 
were not. 

An official of the Depart- 
ment’s Wildlife section said the 
Massasauga rattler bears a 
striking resemblance to the 
harmless Fox snake. 

Both have diamond-shaped 
patterns, he said, although the 
contrast between dark and 
light is greater on the Fox 
snake. He said the Fox snake 
often vibrates its tail in dry 
leaves, creating a high-pitched, 
singing buzz similar to the 
rattler. 

The official added that rat- 
tlers are not aggressive in 
themselves, and he had never 
heard of one going out looking 
for trouble. “I don’t think 
people should be encouraged 
to go out looking for them,” 
he added.

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Toadflax spells trouble 


Toadflax has many names 
but no friends. Its bright gold 
and orange blossoms resemble 
small wild snapdragons, and 
an even more appetizing name 
for this interloper is Butler 
and Eggs. It is a very difficult 
weed to control, once it is 
established, so it sohuld never 
be allowed to get a toe hold on 
any Ontario farm, according to 
the Field Crops Branch, Ont- 
ario Department of Agricub 
ture. 

It is a persisent perennial 
that starts off from a single 
seedling. The single stalk 
grows up to a height of a foot 


or more and hs narrow strap-) 


like leaves jutting out rigidly 
from the stem. These are 
responsible for another of its 
many names, Jacob's Ladder.) 
Once the seedling is establish. 
ed it sends out rootstocks un. 
der the ground and in a few 
years there is a clump of con- 
nected stalks each spreading 
seed and over hundreds of 
acres. 

Since it is risistant to most} 
of the common herbicides, 
“Butter and Eggs” can prove 
pretty indigestible. In the

HOUSEFUL OF PROBLEMS 

Dear Dr, Steincrohn: I am 
the mother of seven children 
-- five boys aged 4, 6, 7, 11%, 
and 13 and two girls aged 8 
and 10, They are all eneu- 
retic with only occasional dry- 
ness. Can you give me any 
advice on how to cope with 
this problem? They've been 
checked for physical causes. 
Everything seems to be all’ 
right. I never punish or blame 
them. I seldom get angry 
about it in their presence, but 
IT admit I occasionaly get in a) 
corner and blow off steam. 

I try to build their confi-| 
dence that they won't wet any- 
more. I assure them that they 
will grow out of it - - and send 
up a silent prayer that they 
really will. My husband is 
very understanding of the| 
problem, too. We read to them 
at bedtime. They are all about 
average intelligence, with a 
liberal sprinkling of As and} 
Bs in their reports from school. 
Each has a different person-) 
ality so I realize I have seven} 
different problems. The 
laundry is maddening. Diapers} 
and waterproof pants cause 
serious diaper rashes. I am} 
losing hope. Can you help me?! 
-- Mrs. X. 

Comment: My reason for' 
reprinting your letter is to 
make impatient mothers a- 


shamed for mistreating one 
child which has the misfor- 
tune to wet the bed. You'd be 
surprised and chagrined at 
how many such children are 
cursed at and beaten. 

Somehow the belief persists 
that any child can stop wetting 
whenever he or she wants; 
that they confinue to do so 
because they are ornery and 
do so to “get even” with their 
parents, Of course, this is un- 
true. I'd like such parents to 
take a lesson from you and 
your husband in patience and 
understanding. 

As for your problem, Mrs. 
X., T admit it is a trying one, 
multiplied seven times. As I 
have written here before, we 
are beginning to believe that 
a major cause of enuresis is a 
bladder too small to hold a 
normal amount of urine. The 
way to overcome this is to 
exercise the bladder by teach- 
ing the child to hold the urine 
by day as long as_ possible; 
gradually increasing its ability 
to do so, until. it is normal - 
sized. 


This will take months of 
practice and will power. But it 
has helped where other me- 
thods have failed. Ask your 
doctor for specific directions.

medical help.

Comment: The commonest 
cause of shortness of breath-is 
a failing’ heart. Chronic lung 
disease can do it, too, Severe 
anemia is another one of many 
other causes, Yes, I'd say it is 
about time you see your doe- 
tor. If the trouble is due to 
congestive heart failure or to 
treatable anemia, your doctor 
will be able to relieve your 
shortness of breath within 
days or weeks. If due to bron- 
chitis, or some other lung 
condition, the remedy may not 
be so dramatic. 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
had hay fever for years. I 
have tried just about every- 
thing under the sun. But I still 
sneeze, sniffle and have red, 
itchy eyes. Do you recommend 
that I take the newly recom- 
mended “one shot” treatment 
for hay fever? - - Mrs, S. 

Comment: I am not recom- 
mending it yet as a routine 
type of treatment. There have 
been some severe reactions. 
Until an effective, new treat- 
ment is proved in practice, I

tion of disease, I helieve that 
age isn’t so important in driv- 
ing as the condition of the in- 
dividual himself. Whether he 
is 16, 30 or 70--what kind of 
person is he emotionally? 
What is his physical condition? 

It’s true that the youngster’s 
reflexes ave quicker than the 
older driver's, But the import- 
ant thing is this' does each 
driver realize the safe limits of 
judgment. Often the youth 
will take chances with the odds 
against him because he over- 
evaluates his skill; and the old- 
er driver knowing his limita- 
tions, will not take these tricks. 

A recent study by Drs. Don- 
ald P. Kent and Geraldine B. 
Novotyn of the University of 
Connecticut, is revealing. They 
believe that older presons are 
unjustly accused of being more 
prone to auto accidents than 
younger drivers. They find 
that the accident index for 
drivers 60-69 is well below the 
national ayerage while that for 
those above 70 ‘equals the 
average. Drivers up to 30 
have a poorer record than 
those over 75. 

It is evident that calendar 
age is not so important as phy- 
sical, emotional and mental 
age. Let's stop picking on

TOO MUCH PENICILLIN 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Hard- 
ly a week goes by that I don’t 
read somewhere something 
about penicillin not having 
any effect upon colds or any 
other viral infections; and 
that it may be harmful. Just 
what harm can it do? 

My son-in-law is a doctor, in 
another state, and he gives his 
own children penicillin every 
time they get a cold; he says 
“to prevent complications.” 
(They are 5, 4, and 2). What 
concerns me so much is the 
fact that they hardly get over 
one cold when they get an- 
other; so it’s how frequently 
they get this penicillin which 
has me anxious. Especially so 
since he believes in giving it 
by “shot” rather than any 
other way. -- Mrs. B. 

Comment: Many people 
have written me that their 
doctors are “shot-happy” just 
because they want the patient 
to return often and keep col- 
lecting fees. Therefore, I am 
glad that Mrs. B. has written 
about her son-in-law who is 
quick-on-the-draw with his 
own children. Economics cer- 
tainly isn’t a factor in his 
judgment. The doctor just 
belongs to that segment of 
medical practice which puts 
great faith in the needle. 


As for me, I’m a dyed-in-the- 
wool conservative. I believe 
| that medication by hypodermic 
should be eliminated where- 
ever possible; especially is this 
true in the use of penicillin 
(even by mouth). 
| As you say, Mrs. B., penicil- 
lin is ineffective against viral 
infections. And there is no 
excuse for living so seared that 
|you keep giving it for a cold 
or other infection with the| 
hope that it will “prevent 
complications.” It makes more 
|sense fo save the penicillin 
treatment for the one. time 
that there is a severe compli- 
cation, than give it aimlessly 
fin the other 99 which would 
have no complications any- 
| way. 

For example, I would not} 
hesitate to order 10 million 
{units of penicillin for the 
| patient with subacute bacteri- 
al endocarditis (a serious in- 
flammation and infection of 
the heart valves) and give it 
every day for weeks; yet not 
give even one unit of penicillin 
for the cold virus because I 
feared an ear complication or 
| something else. 


You ask just what harm can 
| penicillin cause? Not every- 


| one becomes sensitized by too 
many penicillin injections, but

if you do become allergic to 
it, you may break out with very 
severe skin reactions that may 
last for many weeks (and 
many other disagreeable com- 
plications). Having read about 
penicillin I suppose you are 
also aware that there have 
been reports of sudden fatality 
following its use. 

Therefore, I'll stress again 
to readers: accept penicillin 
treatment gratefully, when it 


is indicated (all of us are 
thankful that there is such 
medicine at hand when we 


really need it); but please do 

not so asking your doctor to 

use it for simple colds and 

other conditions, and don’t use 

it as an excuse that you just 

want to prevent complications. 
» . . 

For Mr. H.: If your doctor 
has found no contraindications 
(for example, severe angina 
attacks or congestive heart 
failure) three months after 
your attack of coronary throm- 
bosis, I agree with him that 
you will be better off returning 
to work than sitting around 
the house in anxiety and fear. 
Studies have shown that pa- 
tients who return to work do 
quite well.
